act quickly and are cheaper than a doctor’s 
prescription would bé. It is due to this, Chi- 
cago druggists say, that some of their num- 


‘per have been led to think that the headache 


powder is a contracted habit, like liquor 
drinking or smoking. Few, if any, headache 
powders, however, have been found to con- 
tain drugs that could be classed as stimu- 
lants. 


Analysis Startles Druggists. 

The great majority of persons who buy 
these drugs for temporary relief are those 
whose lives are endangered by their use. 
To prove their assertion, some of the prom- 
inent druggists in the down-town district 
have analyzed the most popular of the pat- 
ent headache cures.

One popular headache cure 
has nUx vomica for @ heart stimulant, which 
is dangerous. } 

Druggists Put Up Powders.

My wife urged me not to do it, but I felt 
that I could give no good excuse, and be- 
sides I needed the money. But itis too much 
for an old man to sit in a hard, straight- 
backed chair for thirty-three hours. The 
first night we were locked up we chipped 
in and bought a pail of coffee and some sand- 
wiches. I ate one sandwich and drank a 
little coffee, The next day the lawyers sup- 
plied us with sandwiches, coffee, and pie 
at about 10:30 o’clock. That is all we had 
to eat In the thirty-three hours.’’ 

Under the IHinois law the age limit for 
jurors was 60 yeare until a few years ago. 
It is said that one of the Jury Commission- 
ers at that time, having passed the age of 
60 years and being ineligible for that reason 
as @ commissioner, got his friends together 
and had the limit advanced to 63 years.

Beaumont, Tex., March 15.—[{Special. }— 
The body of W. R. McNamara was taken 
from the Neches River today, making the 
sixth corpse found in three months. All 
are believed victims of the organized gang 
that, the police is seeking as a result of Mat- 
tle Bennett's confession. 

Several men are missing, and it is believed 
they met the same fate as the six whose 

odies have been recovered. The body of Mc- 
Namara had evidently been in the water 
from fifteen days to three weeks. A thou- 
Sand people saw it taken from. the water. 
There is talk of exploding dynamite in the 
Neches River to bring to the surface any 


other bodies. 

The woman sticks to her story and insists 
the men she named were members of the 
gang which lured men to her shanty, where 
they were drugged, murdered, robbed, and 
their es thrown into the river. 

Seven of the accused men are in jail, and 
the authorities believe they will capture the 
others soon. 

Threats of violence have been mad&by 
| citizens; but so far the police have main- 
tained order. 

The first body was found on Dec. 28. It 
was an unidentified negro. On Jan. 15 an 
unidentified white man was found. The third 
victim was Patrick Fitzpatrick, a switch- 
man, whose left temple was crushed in.

MAN AND GASH DISAPPEAR 


MYSTERY IN VANISHING OF AN 
EXPRESS MESSENGER. 


Lawrence L. McKee Not Seen Since He 
Boarded His Car at St. Louis March 
8 for Trip Yo Brazil, Ind.—Affair 
Kept Secret by Officials Until They 
Swear Out Warrant for His Arrest— 
Friends Emphatically Deny Possi- 
bility of a Theft. 


Brazil, Ind., March 15.—[Special.]—Law- 
rence L. McKee, a messenger in the employ 
of the Adams Express company, disappeared 
during the trip from St. Louis, Mo., to this 
city and a package containing money con- 
signed to a local bank vanished at the same 
time. 

The disappearance was on March 8, but 
only today was the story made public. 

It is common report that the package held 
$30,000, but the officers of the company 
say there was only $1,200in the lost package. 


No Proof of Guilt Found. 

While there is no proof that McKee and 
the money went together the circumstantial 
evidence is deemed strong enough to permit 
a formal charge and a warrant was sworn 
out here today by an agent of the company 
for the missing messenger. 

Every effort Is being made by local author- 


ities to find the missing man and the police | 


of many cities have beem on a secret hunt 
for the twelve days since McKee went away. 
It is suspected here that he went to St. Louis, 


but all attempts to find him in that city have. 
proved futile. 


Mystery Surrounds the Case. 

Much mystery surrounds the case, and 
friends of the missing man insist he is not 
a thief and will yet be able to explain the 
strange affair. 

Except for the warrant for arrest it would 
seem that the officials doubted McKee’s 
guilt. Several agents of the company deny 
the loss of any package and say they are 
searching for McKee just as they would in 
the case of any employé who perhaps had 
met with an accident during his service. 


Long Employed by Company. 

McKee had been employed as messenger’ 
in the express «company’s car on the Van- 
dalia for years, and the officials had every 
confidence in him. If the money bost is only 
$1,200, friends say, it could not be possible 
that it would tempt him. 

McKee boarded on Madison avenue in 
Indianapolis. He has relatives in Columbus, 
O. G. D. Curtis, the General Superintendent 
of the express company at Columbus, is in- 
vestigating the matter.

TAKE LAST LOOK 
AT J. P. ALTGELD.

Thousands View Remains Ly- 
ing in State in Public 
Library Building. 


GREAT MASS OF FLOWERS 


Funeral Procession to Move 
Northward at 11 O’Clock 
This Morning. 


MANY MEN TO BE IN LINE. 


The body of John P. Altgeld was viewed 
yesterday by a host of those to whom he was 
dear in life. From 11 o’clock in the morning 
until 10 last night an almost continuous pro- 
cession marched by the flower-laden cata- 
falque in the north corridor of the Public 
Library, on which rested the remains of the 
former Governor. A conservative estimate 
places the number of persons who took a 
last look at the body at 25,000. 

Today will witness the final tribute of re- 
spect to Mr. Altgeld. Should the weather be 
fair it is expected that a great public demon- 
stration will take place. It will take the 
form of a procession from the Library to 
Lincoln Park; in which not only political and 
social organizations will participate, but 
private individuals as well. From Lincoln 
Park to Graceland Cemetery the procession 
will be formed by those in carriages. 


Bread Winners Compose Throngs. 


There were no organizations represented 
in the throng that tramped through the 
Library yesterday.. It was made up of indi- 
men and@ women and boys and 
girls in whose hearts John P. Altgeld had 
found a place. They represented the bread 
winners, the element in society which found 
in Mr. Altgeld a leader for more than one 
hopeless cause. 

While the body lay in state the impres- 
siveness of the scene appealed to all. The 
coffin reposed upon a catafalque that was 
completely hidden from sight by a mass 
of floral offerings from friends and societies. 
A canopy of black and white crape depended 
from the marble ceiling, while the corners 
and sides of the corridor were banked with 
palms and ferns. Two large silver candela- 
bra stood at. the head of the catafalque, 
while between them was a large cluster of 
immortelles. 

A large American flag covered the cata- 
falque and draped the foot of the coffin. 
Resting on the casket were two sheaves of 
white roses and a huge wreath of violets and 
smilax, the offerings of Mrs. Altgeld and 
relatives. Drapings of mourning purple cov- 
ered the side walls of the corridor and 
streamers of black fluttered from the lamp 
posts on the sidewalk in front of the entrance. 


Governor Yates and Staff Assemble. 

Governor Yates and his staff officers assem- 
bled at the Auditorium early in the morning, 
soon after his arrival from the East, and 
drove in carriages to the Altgeld residence, 
$225 Malden avenue, for the purpose of es- 
corting the hearse tothe Library. After they 
had looked upon the remains the Governor 
and his staff formed a double line from the 


‘door to the sidewalk, and the casket was 


carried out by the following active pall- 
bearers: Samuel Alschuler, William Prentiss, 
William P. Black, William P. Thompson,. 
Samuel A. Calhoun, Joseph Mahoney, Louls 
Post, Edward T. Noonan. 

The journey to the \Public Library con- 
cluded shortly before 11 o'clock, and when 
the cortége arrived at the north entrance a 
great crowd of people had gathered there. 
For over an hour the crowd had stood in the 
drizzling rain, its numbers constantly in- 
creasing. As the casket was taken from the 
to form which passed during the remainder 
of the day beside the bier. 


Police.Manage the Crowd Easily. 

Captain Gibbons and forty policemen were 
detailed to manage th® crowd, both in and 
out of the library. Their task was compara- 
tively easy until noon, and then ensued a 
crush at the doors of workingmen and wom- 
en. For over an hour the police gtruggled 
with the crowd to keep the lines preserved. 
It was during the noon hour that an actual 
count showed over 3,000 persons had gazed 
upon the face of the dead. Actual counts 
made several times during the day showed 
no less than 2,500 persons to the hour. 

The features of Mr. Altgeld showed but 
slight traces of change since death. They 
still bore the calm look with the same marks 
of care and study showing upon the brow. 


Old men paused besides the coffin with } 


tears in their eyes, and their example was 
followed many times by men in the full 
prime of their manhood. Now and then 
mothers. would stop to lift up their little 
boy or girl that the face of the dead might 
be seen.

INSANE SOLDIERS FROM THE 
FAR EAST HOPELESSLY MAD. 


Eighteen Fighters Who Become Maniacs 
from Climate or Liquor on Their Way 
to the Hospital in Washington. 


Omaha, Neb., March 15.—[Special.]— 
Eighteen United States soldiers who went 
insane while serving in the Philippines ar- 
rived this afternoon and were sent forward 
to the Soldiers’ Insane Hospital at Washing- 
ton, D. C. The condition of the men was 
pitiable. All were absolutely mad and vio- 
lent. All wore leg irons and handcuffs and 
some were in strait jackets and bound to 
isolated parts of the car.

Members of Majority Party in 
Senate Unable to Agree 
on Ship Bill. ;

Washington, D. C., March 15.—Differences 
of opinion on the Republican side appeared 
in the Senate debate on the ship subsidy 
bill today. Mr. Allison of lowa indicated 
that he was not quite satisfied with the 
measure as it stands now and gave notice

Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin, who followed 
Mr. Allison, took exception to some pro- 
visions of the measure. He was not at all 
certain that the bill would accomplish the 
great results which its advocates claimed 
for it, and he urged that before its enact- 
ment into law definite information upon that 
point ought to be furnished to Congress. He 
did not care to vote for a measure making 
an appropriation that not only would not 
accomplish definite results but which might 
be simply a largess to shipowners. 


Spooner Wants Chance to Repeal. 

Mr. Spooner gave notice of an amendment 
which he proposed to offer providing that 
the bill might be amended or repealed by 
Congress without, however, impairing any 
contract made under its provisions. This 
amendment would be a notice, he said, that 
the subsidy would not be a safe foundation 
upon which to build largely. 

Kearlier in the day Mr. Teller of Colorado 
made a speech in opposition to the measure. 
He gaid a serious objection to the pending 
bill was that it did not provide for new lines. 
The money paid in subsidies, therefore, 
would be paid to established lines. And yet 
one of the professed objects of the bill was 
to establish new lines. 

Mr. Teller read from the report of the com- 
missioner of navigation to prove that the 
shipbuilding industry was not languishing 
and in need of the assistance of bounties. 


Hanna Gives Reason for Subsidy. 
Mr. Hanna said that during the last year 
or two American shipyards had been busy, 
but he said they had been busy in the con- 
struction of ships for the coastwise trade 
almost exclusively. The difference between 
the cost of ship construction in this country 


made an investment in American ships un- 
profitable. As a matter of fact, Mr. Hanna 
said, the shipbuilding industry was not in 
a healthy condition. A few tankships were 
being built, a number of ferry boats, and 
some vessels for the United States navy. 
These were the only contracts in sight, or 
likely to be, for ship construction in Amer- 
ican yards, unless inducements were offered 
capital to invest in the shipbuilding industry. 


Allison Finds Objections. 


Mr. Allison, resuming, said he had been 
told this was a better bill than that of last 
year. While that might be so, he thought 
it was open to‘objections The measure in 
its operation ought to have an end as well 
as a beginning, yet it provided no limitation 
to the time the contracts made under it 
should be in force. He gave notice, there- 


make contracts after July 1, 1010, and that 
the contracts should not extend beyond July 
1, 1920. 

He gave notice of another amendment he 
proposed to offer providing that no vessel 
should be entitled to full compensation un- 
der the act unless it shall have cleared from 
a port of the United States with at least 50 
per cent of the cargo capacity, and that the 
subsidy paid such vessels should be reduced 
in proportion to the reduction of the cargo:

MARTIN DUFFY'S GOOD WORK

His shifty style of milling is also aggravat- 
ing to the majority of known clever boxers, 
especially in contests of short duration, as 
his puzzling methods make him hard to 
catch. This will be Lenny’s first appearance 
in Chicago, and he comes with victories over 
some of the best Eastern boys in his division. 
The general impression among fight fol- 
lowers here and elsewhere is that Yanger 
does not class with the scientific youngsters 
in the featherweight division; that he is 
slow in comparison; and that he depends 
solely on his strength, hitting powers, and 
his aggressive and boring tactics to defeat 
his opponent, While Yanger relies consid- 
erably upon his strength and rushing meth- 
ods, science and speed are as important a 
‘factor with him as with other boxers with 
reputations for cleverness. He illustrated 
this in the early stages of his contest with 
“ Kid” Broad, whom he landed upon re- 
peatedly without being countered. Yanger 
is not what may be termed artistically 


clever, but he has enough science and speed 
- to hit those who are supposed to ouitclass him 


in the finer points of the art pugilistic. 

This, it ig said, will be Yanger's last con- 
test in Chicago for quite a while. He is 
practically matched to fight Broad 
in a long contest, and will, after a restup, 
prepare for that battle. When or where 
Yanger will meet Broad has not as yet been

Joe Walcott, the black sawed-off wonder 
and welter weight champion of the world, 
defeated Billy Stift in their six round con- 
test at the Chicago Athletic association’s 
athletic entertainment last night. 

Joe, hammered down to about’5 feet 1 
inck and weighing 148 pounds, illustrated 
the art of fighting to a crowd which filled the 
club’s gymnasium to its utmost capacity. 
He was never at a loss what to do and did 
it well. His was a continuous performance 
of straight left jabs, right hand cross coun- 
ters, left and right hooks at the body, inter- 
mingled with right hand uppercuts and clever 
blocking. In fact, there was not a point 
in the game he did not illustrate, not except- 
ing neat foot work and excellent judgment 
as to distance. 

Stift, although defeated, showed gameness 
by taking on the much dreaded black and 
really made a better showing than was an- 
ticipated. His friends argued he should have 
rushed his “‘ sawed off’ opponent with both 
hands and taking a chance of knocking Joe 
out or being knocked out. I question if those 
methods would have changed the result, as 
Walcott can fight *‘ any old way,”’ and, being 
the better ring general, would have husband- 


ed his strength while Billy’s would have been _ 


oozing out. 
The contest throughout was full of hard 
hitting and snappy work, considering both 


} men were hampered by injured rights, Stift’s 


being badly swollen and painful, and the 
first joint of Joe’s middie finger being broken. 
The accident occurréd in. the third round of 
his fight with Peter Jackson at Baltimore 
on Thursday night. 

It was left to face and body in the opening 
stages of the bout, with Stift the receiver. 
Bill loosened up a bit after the first minute 
and scored several good blows, but the black 
carried too many guns, and at the end of the 
first session showed himself to be master of 
the situation. | 

The little champion let out a couple of 
links in the second round and shot grape and 
canister into Bill’s body, shifting his aim at 
times to the face. Stift was also busy dur- 
ing this session and aroused some _ en- 
thusiasm by holding his own in the several 
rallies that cropped up. Joe, by changing his 
tactics from body to face, disconcerted Bill 
to such an ‘extent he was befuddled as to 
what 
was not kept long in suspense, as the black 
bobbed his head back with several hard 
left jolts, one of which put him to the canvas. 

Bill did much better in the thirdround. He 
forced matters from the tap of the gong, 
scoring quite a number of. face and body 
blows amd ene solid right-hander, which 


landed flush on Waleott’s jaw. The blow ji. 


aroused Joe, and for the remainder of the 
round he was after and on topof Bill. The 
latter stood his ground better than was ex- 
pected and did not shirk his work, for which 
he was cheered to the écho.

WIN WITHOUT SULLIVAN 


NOTRE DAME’S EASY VICTORY IN 
TRIANGULAR MEET. 


Star Athlete Is Unable to Compete, but 
the South-Benders Capture More 
Points than Purdue and Indiana To- 
gether—World’s Recerd Time Is 
Equaled Three Times—New Mark in 
220-Yard Dash, but Only Two 
Watches Are Held. 


Notre Dame, Ind., March 15.—[{Spectal.]— 
Today’s triangular meet between Notre. 
Dame, Indiana, and Purdue was won by 
Notre Dame. The final result was: Notre 
Dame, 67; Purdue, 82; Indiana, 9. Sullivan, 
Notre Dame’s star in the field events, was 
unable toycompete, losing the gold and blue 
several sure points. 

The Purdue men were strong in the field 
events, while the majority of points in the 
track events went to Notre Dame. The meet 
was a sensational one in many respects, 
world’s records being equaled three times 
during the afternoon. In the third heat of 
the 220-yard dash Staples of Notre Dame 
broke the world’s indoor record of :23%, held 
by Corcoran, by two-fifths ofasecond. This 
record will not be accepted, however, as 
there were but twotimers. Staples equaled 
this record in the final heat. Rice of Purdye 
equaled the world’s record in the forty-yard 
dash, and Staples in a trial heat also equaled 
it. 

Surprises were sprung in the forty-yard 
hurdles, the shot put, and the pole vault. 
In the hurdle race Staples finished second 
to Herbert. McCullough won the shot put 


and Barrett secured second place in the 


pole vault after a hard struggle with Corns.

EASY FOR THE BADGERS 


DUAL INDOOR MEET WITH CHICA- 
GO PROVES WALEKOVER. 


Maroon Hopes of Winning in the Sec- 
end Contest Against Wisconsin Are 
Dashed Early in the Evening—Mo- 
loney Is Hard Pushed in the Hurdles 
by Sandakis — Madison Athletes 
Make a Clean Sweep in the High 
Jump and All the Distance Events. 


Madison, Wis., March 15.—(Special.]—The 
maroon athletes from Chicago suffered an 
overwhelming defeat at the hands of Wis- 
consin here tonight in their second dual in- 
door track meet of the season. The final 
score was Wisconsin, 45%; Chicago, 25%. 

The result was a complete surprise to all 


| concerned and was a worse beating for 


Stagg’s men than the Badgers gave them in 
their first indoor contest of the season at 
Chicago last month. The contest was ex- 
pected to be close, and Coach Kilpatrick had 
predicted a victory for the Chicago men by & 
fair margin. 

The events were full of surprises from first 
to last. The Badgers showed unexpectedly 
good form in the dashes and hurdles, forcing 
the maroons to extend themselves to win 
and capturing second places for themselves. 

In the long distance runs they won even 
more points than they were expected to 
win, making almost a clean sweep. In these 
three events the maroon athletes succeeded 
in scoring only one second, and, except in the 
half-mile, were not even able to push the 
fleet cardinal runners at the finish. 

There were still further surprises in the 
high jump and shotput, where the Badgers 
won points previously conceded to the 
maroons. 

Wisconsin started out strong and pushed 
the maroon cracks hard in the forty-yard 
hurdles and the thirty-five yards dash. 
Moloney captured first place in the hurdles, 
but was pushed to his best by Sandakis. 
Blair repeated Moloney’s performance in 
the short dash, winning out from Hayden 
by a close margin. 

The two-mile run was the greatest foot- 
race ever seen on the Wisconsin gymnasium 
floor. The Wisconsin boys, two little fel- 
lows, Smith and McEachern, alternated in 
setting the pace for the first mile, then the 
Chicago Russian, Kalamatiano, led up to the 
last three laps, when his running mate, 
Henry, dropped out and the Badger lads 
shot ahead so fast the swiftly running Slav 
seemed to stand still. At the finish the Chi- 
cago man was a third of a lap in the rear. 
Smith and McEachern ran the last three laps 
apparently as fresh as short sprint men. 

The mile-run was a farce Keachie and 
Hahn slowed up at the finish and allowed 
their novice team man to take the event, 
while they jogged in hand in hand. Warner 
of Chicago finished nearly a half lap behind 
and Henry dropped out. 

Stagg said after it was over: “ My men 
were handicapped by the strangeness of the 
track and the management of the meet. It 
was the most crudely managed affair I ever 
saw. I was distinctly promised that my 
men might use their lead shot in the shot- 
put, but they had to use the great leather- 
covered affair given them by Wisconsin. It 
was arranged that the gun would be fired 
before the last lap in the half mile run and 
it was not done. Aside from that we were 
treated fairly; but that was enough.”’ 

Coach Kilpatrick said: “Our men knew 
they were up against it om account of the 
misfortunes the team has had bately, and 
they fought like proper tigers. We could 
not use the lead shot because it broke the 
floor and the directors of the gynasium 
ordered us to stop or use the indoor shot. 
Mr. Stagg must be mistaken in saying’ 1 
agreed to allow his men to use the lead shot.”’ 

The high jump proved something of a sur- 
prise and turned out to be a Wisconsin event 
throughout, both places being taken by 
Badger jumpers.

Most of the- Morgan stock is said to have 
been purchased by General Samuel Thomas 
and the Chicago and Eastern Illinois. This 
would place General Thomas againin control 
of the Monon. Mr. Thomas is said to have 
sold his holdings in the Evansville and Terre 
Haute to the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
and with. the money thus obtained bought 
Monon stock. It has been the opinion for 
some time that the Chicago and Eastern 
lllinois would secure possession of the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute, the latter being es- 
sential to its continuance as a through line 
to the South. The Ohio River line of the 
Eastern Illinois terminates at Terre Haute 
and the Evansville and Terre Haute fur- 
nishes it an outlet to Evansville on the Ohio 
River, where connection is made with the 
Louisville and Nashville. 

The deal, if correctly reported, would mean 
a coalition between the Eastern Illinois and 
Monon roads and make them the strongest 
line between Chicago and the Ohio River. 
It would also mean an abandonment of the 
plan to make the Monon a part of the South- 
ern railway and the Eastern Illinois of the 
Louisville and Nashville. The two Southern 
roads would probably enter into a strong 
traffic alliance with the two Chicago-Ohio 
River lines and thus prevent rate dis- 
turbances. 


Changes in Southern Railway. 

Important changes in the management of 
the Southern railway have just been an- 
nounced. J. M. Culp, late Traffic Manager, 
is made Fourth Vice President, in charge 
of the traffic departments; C. H. Ackert, 
who has been General Manager of the Mobile 
and Ohio; becomes General Manager of all 
lines, except the Louisville-8St. Louis lines, 
reporting to the Third Vice President at 
Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Ackert’s successor as General Manager 
of the Mobile and Ohio will be General Super- 
intendent C. 8. Clarke of Mobile, who will 
move his office to St. Louls, Mo. T. C. Pow- 
ell, late Assistant Freight Traffic Manager, 
is made Freight Traffic Manager, and W./A. 
Turk, who has been General Passenger 
‘Agent for many years, becomes Passenger 
Traffic Manager. 


New Gates-Lambert Road. 


The contract for the construction of the 
Iowa and St. Louis railway from Elmer, 
Mo., on the Santa Fé to a connection with 
the Iowa Central near Centerville, la., and 
the Chicago and Northwestern near Buxton, 
la., was yesterday let to William Kenefick 
of Kansas City. The contract calls for the 
completion of the line not lgter than Aug. 1. 
This is a coal road being built by the Gates- 
‘Lambert-Mitchell interests through their 
coal properties in northern Missouri and 
southern Iowa. 

.The Mexican Central has purchased the 
Monterey and Mexican Gulf railroad, 387 
miles in length. By this acquisition the 
Mexican Central gets another entrance into 
Tampico, the most important harbor on the 
eastern coast of Mexico. 


Railway Notes. 


Edwin Hawley, who recently resigned as 
assistant traffic manager of the Southern 
Pacific in charge of the New York office, has 
consented to remain in the Board of Direct- 
ors and as a member of the Executive com- 
mittee at the request of E. H. Harriman.

DISPUTE IN LABOR BODY 


TEAMSTERS’ RIGHT IN CHICAGO 
FEDERATION QUESTIONED. 


President of Meat Cutters Announces 
He Will Protest Seating of Delega- 
tion, Which He Asserts Should Ally 
Itself with Team Drivers’ Interna- 
tional Union of America—Trouble of 
Long Standing Brought to an Issue 
Promises a Bitter Fight. 


A fight, far-reaching in its effects, is ex- 
pected today in the Chicago Federation of 
Labor. Michael Donnelly, President of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workers, expects to protest the seating of 
a delegation of teamsters from the local 
organized recently by President Albert 
Young in the Stock-Yards. 

Mr. Donnelly does not ask jurisdiction 
over the teamsters for his organization, but 
will protest on the ground that the teamsters 
should ally themselves with the Team Driv- 
ers’ International Union of America in- 
stead of with the National Teamsters’ asso- 
ciation, of which President Young is the 
head. Mr. Donnelly will argue that the Na- 
. tional Teamsters’ union is not affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, that it 
is a seceder, and consequently has no right 
to recognition in the Chicago central body. 


Fight Will Follow Protest. 


The questioning of the Stock-Yards dele- 
gation will precipitate one of the most bit- 
ter fights the Chicago federation yet has 
seen. Last fall the local teamsters began 
to secede on the ground that the Team 
Drivers’ International union was controlled 
by team owners. Many unions dropped out 
of the intefnational body, when an organ- 
ization of the teamsters in Chicago began 
anew and Albert Young became President 
of the National Teamsters. 

Representatives of the old organization 
came to Chicago to endeavor to settle af- 
fairs amicably. E. E. Tanner, fifth vice 
president of the parent body, was assaulted 
and returned to Fort Wayne, where he re- 
mained in a hospital for two weeks, recover- 
ing from his injuries. Secretary George 
Innis came here, but failed to win back the 
secessionists. Then Secretary Frank Mor- 
rison of the American Federation of Labor 
sought to adjust the differences, the whole 
matter having been referred to the Executive 
council for settlement. President Young 
told him the teamsters could manage their 
own affairs, and Mr. Morrison left wthout 
effecting an adjustment. 


Wants to Force a Ruling. 
With the teamsters thoroughly organ- 
ized, Mr. Donnelly intends to make his pro- 


} test to force a ruling from both the Chicaga 


and the American Federations’ of Labor. 

“It is time this trouble was settled,”’ he 
said. ‘“‘I have no sympathy with the clause 
that permits team owners to become mem- 
bers of the Team Drivers’ union, but that 
question should have been fought out in the 
prganization.. The teamsters had enough 
votes to have forced a change in the consti- 
tution, but instead of doing that they 
seceded.”’ 

The teamsters have a strong delegation 
in the Chicago federation, and will make 
a hard fight. Theyghave had no hesitancy 
in saying that if they are unseated in the 
central body they will apply to the Western 
Labor union for acharter. The Denver body 
is anxious to obtain a foothold in Chicago, 
and the admission of the teamsters would 
give it 6,000 men to start with. The with- 
drawal of the teamsters from the local move- 
ment, however, would leave them without 


support here, and their conservative leaders | 


are opposed to seeking affiliation with the 
Western organization. 

Fourteen cutters and trimmers employed 
by E. E.,. Strauss, Market and Van Buren 
streets, struck yesterday after their em- 
ployer refused to sign the new eight-hour 
agreement of the Brotherhood of Custom 
Cutters and Trimmers. The strike threw 400 
tallors out of work. 

During the day several large concerns 
signed the agreement. Others are said to 
have notified the officers of the union of 
their intention to sign the agreement. 


TELLS HOW CROPSEY GIRL DIED 


Physicians Testify in Trial of Wilcox, 
Accused of Murder of Woman at 
Elizabeth City, N. C. 


Elizabeth City, N. C., March 15.—[Special.} 
—in the case of the State against James Wii- 
cox for killing Miss Nellie Cropsey, Dr. 
Fearing, Coroner of the county, was put on 
the stand again this morning. His testi- 
mony was to the effect that the young wom- 
an came to her death from a blow on the 
left temple. 

Though the counsel for the defense wor- 
ried him considerably by the cross-examina- 
tion he stuck to his first story. Dr. J. B. 
Wood, the health officer of the county, was 
called by the State. He also testified that 
Miss Cropsey died from a wound delivered 
on the left side of the head by some round 
padded instrument. He explained that the 
blow was given before the circulation of the 
blood stopped. 

The defense will contend that the girl was 
drowned, and the body remained in the 

, water so long that the usual symptoms fail 
to show the cause of death. ; 

The State will contend that James Wilcox 
killed the girl with a blackjack and then 


threw the body into the river. This is the 
reason for the rigid examination of doctors.

MONEY ORDERS. 


Members of New Association 
Pleased at Proposed In- 
novation. 


BIG SYSTEM IS PLANNED. 


Paper Cashable in Any Part of 
the Country Promised—Fi- 
nanciers Meet in Gotham. 


MANY CITIES \REPRESENTED 


New York, -March 15.—[Special.)—The 
Bankers’ Money Order association held a 
meeting this afternoon at the Waldorf-As- 
toria. The object of the association, which 
was established some time ago, is ™© en- 
able banks throughout the country to issue 
interchangeable money orders in competition 


‘| with the United States postoffice. 


At its inception the association had only 
certain banks in various parts of the coun- 
try that honored the money order drafts, 
but since then the advantages of the scheme, 
which is similar to the money order system 
of the United States postal service, so ap- 
pealed to the banks in general that today 
almost all the banks in the country and 
the smaller cities are members of the asso- 

The present interchangeable system of 
money orders, while seemingly working satis- 
factorily in the opinion of the officers of the 
association, is open for improvement and 
to discuss this was the purpose of the meet- 
ing today. 


System Promises Big Results. 

Percival Kuhne of the banking house of 
Knauth, Nachod & Kuhne is President of 
the association. Speaking of the meeting to- 
day, he said that it had been a satisfactory 
one and that several improvements had been 
suggested. He declined, however, to discuss 
the suggestions on the ground that they 
should be adopted and tried first. 

According to the present system of the 
association, a person can obtain a money 
ordér from a bank in any part of the coun- 
try without being a depositor at the bank 
and for a sum not less than $5 and not 
exceeding $50, and wherever presented banks 
and bankers are requested to pay it. Thisis 
an advantage over the postal money order 
methods, which make an order payable only 
at a specific postoffice. 


Branches in Canada and Mexico. 

The connection of the association in Can- 
ada is the Imperial Bank of Canada, which 
has branches at Toronto, Winnipeg, Van- 
couver, and Montreal. In Mexico, the Banco 
Nacional de Mexico is the correspondent.

Discuss Money Order Plan. 


Local bankers professed slight interest 
yesterday in the meeting of bankers in New 
York City for the purpose of organizing a 
national money order concern. So far as 
could be learned none of the Chicago banks 
sent delegates to the meeting. 

An official of the Continental National 
Bank described the plan as one in which the 
large banks could not hope to gain anything 
while they maintained their system of drafts 
and foreign exchanges. 

“The whole scheme ts the outgrowth of 
the work of a few promoters,”’ said this bank 
official. ‘‘ They hope to find lucrative posi- 
tions for a few men who will be in charge of 
the money order concern. Bankers as a 
class are taking no interest in the matter.”’ 

The Bankers’ Money Order association is 
represented in Chicago by the American 
Trust and Savings Bank, which institution 
is said to be doing an extensive money order 
business. 


Banks After Express Orders. 


Frank P. Judson, assistant cashier of the 
Bankers’ National Bank, was invited to at- 
tend the money order conference in New 
York in his capacity as Secretary of the IIli- 
nois State Bankers’ association, but was un- 
able to go. 

“Country bankers have found fault with 
the money order business of the express com- 
panies,” he said. ‘It is these companies 
that the present movement aims at. Bank- 
ers are sometimes asked to cash express 
money orders in the country and have com- 
plained that when they present them for pay- 
ment they find that the agents have no money 
on hand. Instances have been known where 
where they have been protested. The mat- 
ter has been considered by the American 
Bankers’ association and by State associa- 
tions all over the country.”’

I would respectfully reply that according to 
canon law, as also the decrees of the Third Plenary 
Council of Baltimore, there can be no suspension 
or revocation of faculties except after a judicial 
process and trial. ‘

spectfully protest that your Grace lacks the power 
under the laws of the church to forbid me to exer- 
cise this priestly function.

OPPOSE STEEL TRUST RATE 


LAKE VESSELMEN JOIN TO MAIN- 
TAIN FREIGHT CHARGES. 


Big Corporation Offers Five Cents a 
Ton Less than Last Year for the Car- 
rying of Iron Ore—J. C. Gilchrist of 
Cleveland Organizing Offers to 
Stand Firm and Also to Open Sea- 
son a Month Later than Had Been 
Intended. 


A battle is billed for the opening weeks of 
the coming season of navigation between the 
steel trust and J. C. Gilchrist, the largest in- 
dependent vessel owner on the lakes, with 
the stake a disputed five cents a ton in the 
lake freight rate on iron ‘ore, Mr. Gilchrist 
expectes to find the majority of independent 
vessel owners lined up in his ranks, and it 
is first proposed to delay the starting out of 
the lake ships a full month. 

The steel trust has fixed its bid for vesscl 
tonnage at the rate of 75 cents a ton for 
transporting the ore from the head of Lake 
Superior to Lake Erie ports, all other rates 
being in proportion. This |s five cents less 
than the contract rates of last year. Vessel 
owners declare the reduction represents the 
difference between doing business for the fun 
of it or reaping a fair profit on their invest- 
ments. 

Plan to Shorten Season. 

The open winter made less ice than usual 
in the straits and rivers, and with the ear- 
liest opening in years facing them the ves- 
sel owners are discussing an agreement not 
to start their ships until May 1 at least. 
By shortening the season a month the own- 
ers think they will cause a more spirited 
demand for boats and higher rates for freight 
transportation. 

Mr. Gilchrist, who lives in Cleveland. al- 
ready has agreed to carry 800.000 tons of ore 
at 80 cents. This is only a third of the ca- 
pacity of his fleet, but it is all of the season 
chartering done up to the present time, as 
the deadlock between shippers and vessel- 
men began when season rates were broached 
last winter. 

Chicago vesselmen are heartily in favor 
of the rate agreement, holding that ship- 
owners have everything to gain and nothing 
to lose by it. 


. Trust Vessels to Start Early. 

The fleet of 120 steel ships owned by the 
trust will, of course, start out at the earliest 
possible date, for they have been fitted dur- 
dng the winter. Their capacity is not half 
the needs of the trust, however, and none 
of the outside ore shippers has taken any 
tonnage. One thing that favors the vessel- 
amen is the gradual tendency toward larger 
fieets under a single management, which 
makes the work of organization easier. 

The plan has been broached several times 
in the past; but fell through because a-:ma- 
jority of the vessel owners could not be 
brought together. The coal shippers will 
meet in Cleveland on next Thursday to make 
prices for the year, and then will be ready 
to talk lake freights. An organization, it is 
held, will be useful in dealing with them as 
well as with the steel trust. It is not the 
plan of the vessel owners to form a pool. 


SHIP CHRISTENED WITH WATER. 


Girl from Prohibition Kansas Breaks a 
Bottle of Non-Intoxicant on the 
H. 8. Wilkinson. 


The steamer H. 8. Wilkinson was launched 
and christened with water in the yards of the 
Chicago Shipbuilding company, One Hun- 
dred and First street and the Calumet River, 

esterday afternoon. Thousands of persons 
witnessed the ceremony. The rope that held 
the steamer was cut at 8 oclock and the 
freighter met the water in a successful side 
dip. ’ 

The water bottle was held by Miss Lola Bb. 
Lowther of McPherson, Kas. 

Never before in the history of ‘the Chicago 
Shipbuilding company had a boat been chris- 
tened with water. Miss Lowther is a sister- 
in-law of H. 8..Wilkinson, owner of the boat 
and an Official of the United States Trans- 
portation company. 

The Wilkinson is 870 feet long, 48 feet 
beam, and 28.feet depth of hold. It will be 
used in the grain and iron ore trade.

VOTERS’ LEAGUE 
GIVES PLATFORM. 


Modifies the Demand for a 
Non-Partisan Organiza- 
tion of the Council. 


YATES CLAIMS CONTROL. 


Say He Has Majority of Five in 
State Committee—Others 
Less Sanguine. 


FIGHT IN THE FIRST WARD 


The Municipal Voters’ league yesterday 
announced the terms of the pledge which 
all candidates for the City Council will be 
required to sign if they expect the league’s 
indorsement. Non-partisan organization of 
the new Council, whose members will be 
elected on April 1, is demanded again. The 
clause to this end is, huwever, somewhat 
less sweeping than in former years. 

Some time ago Alderman Mavor and a 
number of other Aldermen objected to sign- 
ing any pledges, contending that their rec- 
ords of service should be sifficient assur- 
ance to people of their aims in public life. 
It was Alderman Mavor who led the Re- 
publicans in the last two years in organ- 
izing the Council, the rule being, however, 
to place the best men on the most important 
committees wholly irrespective of party 
affiliations, 

In this way, it was contended, better and 
more efficient organization was secured than 
by bickering over selections made by a 

non-partisan ’’ committee chosen by both 
sides of the Council. 


Text of the Pledge. ‘ 

It fs believed, however, that there will be 
few, if any, objections to the present pledge, 
which is as follows: ; 

I believe that the office of Alderman involves 
service for the whole people and is non-partisan in 
its nature; and that all Council committees should 
be organized strictly on a basis of integrity and fit- 
ness, without regard to party. 

I believe that the city should have a strict and 
business-like system of accounting and auditing; 
and that appropriations should be Mmited to the 
actual necessities and expenditures should be kept 
within the revenue. 

I believe that the streets of Chicago should not 
be given away to individuals or public service cor- 
porations; and that all franchises creating special 
privileges in, over, under, or across streets, or 
any other public property, should be granted only 
upon full compensation therefor. 

I believe that no future franchises for street rail- 
ways, gas or electric plants, or other public utill- 
ties should be granted without expressly reserv- 
ing the opportunity for municipal ownership at or 
before the expiration of the grant; that euch grants 
should require the best possible service for the 
public and the use of the most approved appli- 
ances, reserving to the Council the power to make 
reasonable regulations at all times for this pur- 


pose. 

I believe that all franchises should be for as short 
a term as practicable, and should not in any case 
exceed twenty years; that all franchises to be 
given corporations should expire at the same 
time, and that no franchise for branch lines or ex- 
tensions should run beyond the time when the 
main franchise expires; and that all franchises 
should provide for untformity and publicity of 
accounts. 

I believe that all public service are 
entitled to a fair return on the actual value of the 
tangible property employed by them in conducting 
public enterprises, over and above all proper and 
legitimate expenses; and that the remaining in- 
come from such public enterprises belongs to the 
people and should be realized by them in reduced 
rates or a percentage of the gross receipte as direct 
compensation, or both. 

I believe that, in addition to thé|foregoing pro- 
visions, all grants or extensions of street railway 
franchises to the existing companies should require 
that such companies expressly waive all claims 
under the so-called ninety-nine-year act. 

I believe in the application of the merit system 
to the civil service and in the strict enforce- 
ment of the civil service laws. 

If elected, I will spend the requisite time in 
looking after the physical and sanitary needs of 
‘my ward. 

I place this platform before my constituents and 
the people of Chicago, and pledge myself to work 
and to vote in committees and on the floor of the 
Council to carry out these principles.

The Supervisors were declared to be * hand 
in glove” with “ Bud’’ White and Harry 
Holland, proprietors of the poolroom. 

State’s Attorney Talcott, it was averred, 
could close the place if he wanted to, and 
Judge Donnelly’s court at Woodstock was 
referred to as “a mighty easy place”’ for 
gamblers. 

No sooner were the charges made than the 
meeting developed into a row over the local 
school affairs, and the gambling question 
was lost sight of. 


Officials Are Scored. 


Colonel H. B. Davidson was chairman of 
the meeting, and F. D. Everett, Mayor of the 
town, introduced the anti-gambling crusade. 
He pleaded for the subscription of more 
money to pay for the collection of evidence 
against the poolroom. 7 

against gambling,” hesaid. ‘* There 
is gambling going on now at Deerfield and 
we must have evidence to prosecute the 
gamblers. The county has_refused to give 
any money for this purpose. When weasked 
for it the Supervisors turned us down. When 
I asked one of them why they did it, he said 
that ‘Bud’ White and Harry Holland 
would appear for trial voluntarily. What I 
want to know is, how do the Supervisors 
know so much about the business of White 
and Holland?”

“The Supervisors and the gamblers are 
too intimate,’ declared another.

“That's right,” said Mayor Everett! 
* They appeared and were given a small fine 
in Judge Donnelly’s court at Woodstock.’’ 

“ That is a good place for gamblers to be 
fined,”’ said another man in the audience 
who had previously asked why court was 
held at Woodstock, in another county.. 

* It is not our business to pay for the col- 
lection of this evidence,” said Daniel Cobb, 
ex-Mayor of the town. “The State’s At- 
torney could arrest those people every day, 
if he wanted to, without our gathering any 
evidence.”’ 

** Who called this meeting, anyhow,” asked 

C. W. Kirk. “I am of the opinion that it 
was planned for the purpose of attacking 
somebody and I want the instigators to 
speak up instead of remaining cowardly 
silent.’”’

stitutions, and is to be deplored. We have 
in the past regarded civil service as applying 
only to Chicago, but the time has come whes 
public sentiment demands that ft be extended 
to the entire State.

PRICE ON MADDEN COLT. 


Bookmaker O’Leary Announces That 
Lord Quex’s Easy Victory in the 
Crescent City Derby Will Not Re- 
sult in the Odds Against Simons’ 
Colt Being  Reduced— Outclassed 
by the Others ’”’—List of the Latest 
Betting Prices Given. 


Pentecost’s price in the O'Leary winter 
book, on the American Derby has been 
cut from 30 to 1 to 20to 1, During the 
week a $100 bet, said to have come froma 
man named Sullivan at Louisville. was of- 
fered the book. It was taken at 25 to 1, the 
wager recorded being $2,500 to $100. Since 
John E, Madden’s announcement that 
Pentecost would not start in either the 
Brooklyn or the Suburban Handicaps his 
colt has been regarded as a prominent factor 
for the big South Side race. 


Derby yesterday did. not affect the price at 
which he was held in the American Derby 
in the winter books. James O’Leary, the 
Chicago bookmaker, yesterday said: ‘‘While 
Lord Quex won easily enough, he will have 
to show me more good work before I will 
cut his price.

CAREER OF JOHN LAWSON 


KNOWN IN CYCLING WORLD AS 
THE “TERRIBLE SWEDE.” 


His Death Removes a Figure Familiar 


on the Bicycle Track Since the Days 
of Sanger and Johnson, Who Were 
His Contemporaries—Sprint Races 
Not His Forte, He Follows Long Dis- 
tance Crase Until in _——— of Los- 
ing Hise Life. 


John Lawson, known as the “ Terrible 
Swede,” who died Friday morning at Mil- 
waukee, was one of the most noted cyclists 
who have made fame and money on the 
American cycle path, 

Years ago, when Walter Sanger, the huge 
Milwaukee cyclist; John 8. Johnson, the 
Minneapolis flyer; and others of the old 
sprinters were making reputations and win- 
ning gold Lawson was a circuit chaser, He 
followed the path all over the country, racing 
in New York, Chicago, and on the coast in 
sprint races. 

At short distance racing he was not much 


of a success, although at different times he 


displayed remarkable bursts of speed and 
many predicted him a coming champion. 

When six-day endurance races became the 
craze in cycledom about five years ago Law- 
soh decided to cast his fortunes in those 
lines, and only forsook it when his life was 
threatened. He took part in the annual 
affairs held at Madison Square Garden in 
New York, but was never able to win. 

In Baltimore four years ago Lawson took 
part in a six-day race, and after the event 
was finished was in such a precarious condi- 
tion that it was believed he would never re- 
cover. He was taken to a hospital and for 
long time hovered between life and death. 
His strong vitality—for he was a large man 
of muscular build—stood him in good stead, 
and after being in the hospital several 
months he was able to be out again. 

He said he would never again ride a bicycle, 
but he did not keep his resolution, and soon 
started training again. 

Lawson's last cycling act was riding in the 
‘‘eycle whirl,’’ and it was while giving an 
exhibition of the new invention at a Mil- 
waukee -theater that he contracted pneu- 
monia, from Which he died. — 

Lawson was an athlete in more ways than 
one ,and like John 8S. Johnson, one of his 
comrades on the cycle path, was a skater of 
no mean ability. He came from a Swedish 
family, and a brother, Ivor, is now a success- 
ful cyclist. 

John Lawson was born in Norrkoeping, 
Sweden, in 1872, and came to Chicago in 


1 1895, having won the cycling championship 


of Sweden before he came to America. 

The funeral will take place from the resi- 
dence of John Henneval, 2529 West Kinzie 
street, on Tuesday at 2 p.m. Henneval is a 
brother-in-law of the deceased, The mem- 
bers of the Monitor Cycling club, of which 
Lawson was a member, will attend the 
funeral.

MILWAUKEE MAN BUYS MORE 
BOSTON CLUB STOCK. 


Mysterious Backer of Beantown Amer- 
lean League Team Selis His Hold- 
ings, but Control Is Unchanged, 
Somers and Collins Being Left in 
Cemmand-—Chicago Plant Being Im- 
proved—Johuson Talks of His Um- 
pires. 


President Johngon of the American league 
returned yesterday from 8t. Louis and spent 
part of the day in conference with Henry 
Killilea of Milwaukee. At the conclusion 
of their executive session it was announced 
that Mr. Killilea and C. W. Somers of Cleve- 
land are now the sole owners of the Boston 
club and franchise, the former having pur- 
chased the stock held by the mysterious Mil- 
waukee backer of the American league wnom 
Killilea has represented in public. 

This last move on the checker board will 
have no affect on the affairs of the Boston 
club or the league, as the control of the 
club was practically in the hands of Somers 
and Killilea before, but it gives a stability 
to the club in the eyes of the public which 
could not exist with any number of backers 
whose identities aff attitudes toward the 
game were unknown. 

By converting some of his numerous prop- 
erty interests in Milwaukee into baseball 
stock Killilea has shown his confidence in 
the future of the American league in Bos- 
ton, and by associating himself with Somers 
he has insured the Boston fans a club worthy 
of their city. They are both men who do 
baseball a credit by being identified with it. 
Mr. Somers will continue to act as President 
of the club, although retaining only a small 
holding of the stock. Mr. Killilea owns by 
far the larger share, but will intrust the con- 
trol of the club to Somers and Collins. 

The Boston club is planning improvements 
to its grounds and stands which will entail 
the expenditure of $8,300, which will make 
the total cost of the plant to date over $50,-

HOST OF AMATEUR NINES 


CHICAGO THE GREATEST CITY FOR 
LOCAL BASEBALL TEAMS. 


Associated Organization to Be Com- 
posed This Year of More than Two 
Hundred Different Clubs—Spaldings, 
Marquettes, Gumthers, and Others 
Prominent in Former Years Are in 
the Field Again—Grifith to Play at 
American League Park. 


Amateur and semi-professional followers 
of the baseball game are lining up for the 
season, which gives every promise of ex- 
celling all former years in point of interest 
and quality of talent. 

The Associated Baseball Clubs of Chicago, 
the largest federation of amateurs in the 
United States, will have its annual meeting 
a week from tomorrow night. The Bankers’ 
league perfected organization for its second 
seagon and elected officers last week. The 
Royel Arcanum, Commercial, North Shore, 
and Mercantile wili have their preliminary 
meetings before April 1. The suburban 
towns of the West Side are forming a league 
of six clubs, which will be fully organized 
within two weeks, 

The Associated Baseball Clubs now enters 
upon its sixth year. The federation was 
formed in the spring of 1897, a year having 
elapsed since the death of the old City 
league, which never wrought much for the 
good of the baseball game. At the start not 
over a dozen surviving clubs could be found 
to give life to the new association, but they 
proved the nucleus of a multitude, and the 
season now at hand will open with more than 
200 clubs affiliated. 


Advantages of the Association. 

The association makes no schedule of its 
own, its purpose being to afford an oppor- 
tunity for managers and players to become 
acquainted, To this end an official meeting 
is held every week throughout the season, 
at which the games for the Saturday and 
Sunday to follow are arranged. Alderman 
Litzinger, who has been President of the 
federation since its foundation, has yielded 
to importunities to continbe in the office 
this year. Nearly all of the best amateur 
clubs in the city recognize the association's 
authority, and this year it is probable the 
Saturday leagues will affiliate and most of 
their teams will become members of the 
association. 

The association affords protection to man- 
agers and teams against forfeits, as it is 
vested with authority to take up the case 
of any team that fails to appear for a sched- 
uled game, and, if the reasons for the forfeit 
appear insufficient, the offending nine can 
be expelled, which means virtual exclusion 
from the game, The influence of the federa- 
tion in fostering the game and furthering 
the interest of semi-professional players has 
been strong in former seasons, and prom- 
ises better results this year than ever. 


Strong Independent Nines. 

Of the independent clubs that were af- 
filiated with the federation last year the 
Spaldings were generally considered the 
strongest. Skel"’ Roach is retained asthe 
box artist, and with two new stars, Johnny 
Newman and Chester Brickson, added, the 
team should make a strong show for premier 
honors among the semi-professionals. The 
Marquettes will be again under the manage- 
ment of Jack Keary, and that veteran has 
selected @ team that he believes competent 
to hold its own with the best.

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HARNESS HORSE GOSSIP 


IMPORTANCE OF EMPIRE CITY 
CLUB’S ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Movement to Hold Big Trotting Meet 
at the Yonkers Track Gives New- 
Yorkers o Weeks of Sport—Syra- 
cuse Likely to Lose Many of the 
Grand Circuit Performers—Suprem- 

acy of Kentucky in Turf Affairs Is 
Gradually Declining. 


{BY H. T. WHITE.) 

A veritable sensation was produced in 
trotting horse circles the other day by the 
announcement that the Empire City Trotting 
club had decided to give a big trotting meet- 
ing on Sept. 8 to 11 Inclusive, and that Sec- 
retary Horace W. Wilson of the Kentucky 
Trotting Horse Breeders’ association had 
resigned to assume the secretaryship of the 
New York track. 

These moves, both of which were entirely 
unexpected, mean a great deal to the trot- 
ting world. It was known, when the Em- 
pire City track was sold at auction recently, 
that the men who bought it would eventual- 
ly give race meetings of grand circuit cal- 
iber, but that they intended to take an active 
part in the game this season was not con- 
sidered probable. The association was made 
up rather hurriedly by several rich New- 
Yorkers. all of them interested as owners 
arid breeders of trotters, in order that the 
Empire City track, which was to be sold at 
Sheriff's sale to close the Clark estate, might 
be secured as a basis for future operations. 
Cc. K. G. Billings of Chicago was also inter- 
ested in the matter, it being known that if 
the track was purchased it would be aval!- 
able for matinée pwarposes. 

James Butler, who is well known in con- 
nection with his ownership of Anaconda, 
Hetty G., Direct, Klatawah, and other noted 
pacers, and such trotters as Gayton and 
Directum Kelly, was chosen President of the 
club Fred Gerken, whose _ trotter, The 
Monk, 2:08%, was the champion of the New 
York speedway last season, is the First Vice 
President: “Edgar Bronk, a_ well-known 
breeder and owner of campaigners, Second 
Vice Presi@ent: and C. C. Lloyd, owner of 
Chain Shot, 2:06'4, treasurer. 


Conflict of Dates Necessary. 

As soon as the track had been bought for 
$300,000 the chances of a race meeting were 
discussed. Mr. Butler was already inter- 
ested in the Brighton Beach Trotting associa- 
tion, a member of the grand circuit, but he 
is a New-Yorker before he is a Brooklynite 
and fell in with the general demand. It was 
finally decided, as there must be a conflict of 
fates with some track already in the field, it 
would be wise to pick one of the minor class, 
and so the week of Sept. 8, already set apart 
by the grand circuit stewards for the trot- 
ting at Syracuse in connection with the State 
fair. was chosen. 

The Brighton Beach meeting is to be held 
Aug. 11-16, and entries to {ts big stakes have 
already closed, the nominations being phe- 
nomenally large. Then follows the big sum- 
mer meeting at Boston, after which will 
some Providence, Aug. 25 to 29; Hartford, 
Bept. 1 to 6; and then.a division of the racing 
stables, part going to Syracuse and the rest 
to New York. Bntrtes to both the Syracuse 
and New York meetings, so far as the big 
stakes are concerned, close at the same time, 
April 1. But the New York people, knowing 
what the Syracuse management has already 
fone in this particular, were in a position to. 
take advantage of thisinformation, and have 
dene so in such a manner that there is little 
doubt all the bie stables will goto Gotham 
and the State fair will be deprived of its prin- 
cipal attraction—a lot of first-class trotting 
and pacing races. : 


Rival Attractions Compared. 
When Syracuse was made a member of 


the grand circuit it got out a creditable pro- 


gram of early closing events, there being a 


$5,000 stake for 2:24 trotters and $2,000 


events for 2:16 and 2:12 trotters. The 2:23, 
2:15, and 2:10 pacers were given $2,000 
purses, and, as this was an unusually liberal 
allotment of money for State fair racing, it 
was certain the meeting would be a success. 
But now the .Empire City track offers a 
$5,000 purse for 2:20 trotters, a like amount 
for 2:09 pacers, $3,000 for a 2:11 trot, $3,000 
for a 2:14 trot, $3,000 for a 2:80 trot, and 
$3,000 for a 2:20 pace. Later in the season 
the list of purses to be given will be an- 
nounced, and, as it is the expressed inten- 
tion of the management to be liberal in this 
branch of its enterprise, there are doubtless 
some surprises in store for the public. 

The securing of Horace Wilson as secretary 
of the new club was a master move. Suc- 
ceeding E. A. Tipton a few years ago as

McHenry’s Aversion to “Strapes.” 


McHenry is a master hand with pacers as 
well as trotters as his work behind Search- 
light, Anaconda, Hetty G., Dan Patch, and 
others proves. Previous to the advent of 
any of those just named he had a star side- 
wheel performer of his own in the mare May 
Marshall, to whom he gave the pacing record 
for mares—about 2:08 in those days, now a 
shade better than 2:05. May Marshall wore 
the hobbles, and so pronounced was Mc- 
Henry’s aversion to driving a horse rigged in 
that manner that, on at least one !mportant 
oceasion, he entrusted the fortunes of the 
day to Ab Fullager, then his second trainer. 

For a long time McHenry refused all 
mougts behind pacers whose legs were tied 
together, but after Hetty G. joined the Butler 
stable he put his views on the subject aside 
and was behind that mare in several of her 
races. Finally in an ill-fated moment 
some one persuaded him to get up behind 
the California-bred mare, Pussy Willow. 
She promptly fell down with him over on 
the backstretch, and, while the great reins- 
man waslying at the edge of the track, 
half stunned by his sudden alighting, along 
came a pacer trying to catch up with the 
others. The driver was evidently not look- 
ing out for people on the track, as one of his 
horses’s hoofs just grazed McHenry’s head. 
Then another vow to never again drive a 
hobbled pacer was taken, and thus far it has 


*been live up to. 


Hobbled pacers area class by themselves, 
both tn respect to inability to go fast un- 
less their legs are tied in a bunch and in other 
matters equally important. There are a 
lot of pacers who, hitched tn the ordinary 
manner, go bad gaited after a heat or two, 
and yet these same horses—or at least some 
of -them—will pace as smoothly as oil runs 
from a can if only the hobbles are adjusted 
and they are permitted to go in them a 
time or two. Bonnie Direct, 2:05%, one of 
the best 4-year-old pacers ever seen, got to 
going bad gaited last summer, and the hob- 
ble experts decided he would be a world 
beater with “‘the straps’’ fastened to his 
legs. But the stallion’s owner said no, and 
shipped him to the far West to do stud duty. 


Horses for Splan Sale. 


The well known trotting mare, May Allen, 
2:09%, has been consigned to the Splan sale 
at the Coliseum, which begins on March 24, 
and she ought to bring a good price. May 
Allen is an exceptionally handsome mare 
in harness, and that she has a lot of speed 
her record, which was made in a winning 
ra proves. Another trotter of some note 
who will also change hands in the sale is 
Ecstacy, whose three-mile record is 7:17%. 
This mark at an unusual distance was ob- 
tained in the Minnesota Trotting Derby, an 
event of considerable consequence in the 
North. The pacer Little Thorne, 2:07, 
owned by P. J. Grimes of this city, is also 
among the consignments... Mr. Grimes re- 
cently bought in the Southwest the pacer 
Bourbon W., 2:08%, by Coastman, and will 
use him on the road and speedway. 

Local horse circles are quiet. There are 
plenty of trotters and pacers being jogged on 
the boulevards, and more horses will 
trained in. the vicinity of Chicago than ever 
before, but there have been few sales or pur- 
chases this winter. F. 8. Gorton of the 
Gretna farm at Wheaton has gone to Call- 
fornia for a month of rest from business, 
and Ab Fullager is looking after the horses. 
Dick McMahon has a barn full of trotters 
and pacers, with others to come when the 
training season opens, and from them all he 
expects to gather a small string which will 
be good enough to take to the races.

SLOAN MAY GET LIGENSE 


AMERICAN JOCKEY ASKS PERMIT 
TO RIDE IN ENGLAND. 


London Sporting Pape Favors Res- 
toration of Boy to Full Privileges, 
Holding That, While He Violated 
Jockey Club Rales, His Honor Never 
Has Been Questioned—Warns Rid- 
ere Against Keeping Bad Compan- 
ions,

LONDON, March 15.—Tod Sloan has ap- 
plied to the Jockey club stewards for a li- 
cense to ridein England this year. If he suc- 
ceeds tn obtaining it he will ride Sir Waldie 
Griffith’s Veles in the Lincoln Handicap. 

The Sporting Times says it is impossible to 
deny that Sloan violated the Jockey club 
rules, but that his honesty never has been 
questioned. It argues that Sloan was severe- 
ly punished and wal practically fined £10,000 
which he would have earned. The Times 
adds that Sloan’s breach having been an 
iregularity rather that a crime, it would 
not be sorry to see his license restored, the 
more so as Sloan in other respects has ren- 
dered great service to the British turf. 

In connection with the.refusal of thestew- 
ards of the Jockey club to issue a license 
to Jockey Otto Madden because of his asso- 
ciation with persons of evil repute, the Sport- 
ing Times tells this story: 

It is a custom at Newmarket Heath for 
the jockey heading the season's winning list 
to give a dinner to his brethren. On the 
last occasion, when Madden headed the list 
and gave the dinner, the bookmaker, F. ee 
Kelly, who was recently sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment for his connection with 
the Liverpool bank frauds, was present by 
invitation of a jockey friend of Madden's. 
Kelly also presented Maddén with £100 
when he won on his (Kelly’s) horse. 

The Sporting Times says that while Mad- 
den’s dealings with Kelly were consistent 
with perfect honesty and fair dealing, his 
punishment should be a warning to jockeys 
to beware of the company they keep. 

The withdrawal of Madden’s license prob- 
ably will not be permanent.

BECOMES DERBY FACTOR 


LORD QUEX ESTABLISHES CLAIM 
TO RECOGNITION. 


Victory in Yesterday’s Derby Indicates 
Careful and Clever Handling by His 
Trainer—Turf Sustains an Irrepara- 
ble Loss in the Retirement of Cap- 
tain Rees—Some Characteristics of 
the Man—American Jockeys Need 
Greater Restrictions on Conduct. 


[MERRILL’S COMMENT. ] 
Lord Quex’s clever victory in yesterday's 


New Orleans Derby is the most interesting 
event in its relation to the American Derby 


' that has taken place since the entries for 


that event were announced. Notso much at- 
tention, for some reason, Was paid to the 
performance of Sombrero in running a mile 
and a quarter and beating better horses in 
the California Derby, the distance of the 
Crescent City classic being only nine fur- 


longs. 


The explanation for the Interest in yester- 


| day’s race is probably the fact that Call- 


fornia is so much farther away than New 
Orleans, and the trip across the mountains 
has so often been detrimental to star per- 
formers of the winter campaigns out there, 
while the transition from New Orleans does 
net seem to have such an effect. Witness 
Sidney Lucas, who ran second inthe Crescent 
City Derby, and then, after going to Canada, 
came to Chicago one of the most grandly 
conditioned colts ever seen, and romped 
away with the American Derby. 

There is no disputing the fact that Lord 
Quex looks like a factor in the big South 
Side race. He apparently has been handled 
carefully during the winter, and his trainer, 

Albert Simons is the same who had the 
principal care of the preparation of Plaudit, 
who came out and won the Kentucky Derby 
at his first start in 1898, beating Lieber Karl, 
the pride of the Schorr stable. Lord Quex’s 
price is at present 40 to 1 in the winter book, 
but it is not likely to remain at that figure. 


A feature of significance to the turf world 
occurred last week in the announcement 
made by Captain James H. Rees that he 
would retire from all connection with racing 
at the end of the approaching Louisville 
meeting. The loss of Captain Rees to the 
Western turf is a thing the sport in this 
section cannot well endure just at the pres- 
enttime. It has been unfortunate there were 
not more men of Captain Rees’ mold in 
places of authority in Western racing, and 
his loss will be severe. He combined just 
the kind of qualities needed in a man for 


the position of a racing judge: There Mie 


not another racing official in the Unit 
States who combined so many of these 
desirable qualities, although there may have 
been several who possessed some or many 
of them. 

Captain Rees was a man of wealth, and 
his service to the turf was more a matter 
of sentiment than a business. He was a 
man of social standing in the South, there- 
by commanding for the sport over which he 
presided d certain amount of respect from 
many who cared little for racing, but knew 
Captain Rees, or knew how he was regarded 
in his own city and State. He was a man 
who had comparatively few intimate asso- 
clates among racing men, even though he 
had been a race track official for many years, 
and he, therefore, did not have the almost 
hopeless handicap’ of personal friends to 
impair his judgment and impede his action 
in administering justice. ! 


» To the riffraff foNowers of racing, who al- 


ways thrust themselves, if they can do Bo, 
upon every one of authority or prominence 
in connection with racing, he was unap- 
proachable. No one has ever questioned his 
competency in ali matters pertaining to « 
knowledge of turf affairs. More than all, he 
was a man who believed the prevalent dis- 
honesty on racetracks could be reduced, and 
regarded it as the duty of the racing judge 
to punish offenses where he felt sure there 
was guilt or culpable negligence. Other

There is no one upon whom the turf parasite 
is so anxious to fasten itself as upon the suc- 
cessful young jockey. It is a common com- 
plaint of trainers that they have insuffi- 
cient control over the jockeys who are under 
contract with their stables. The boys are 
away nights seeking whatever company they 
choose, and naturally, meeting temptations 


which they would not meet were the train-. 


ers and owners given more complete author- 
ity over the lads. This condition of affairs 
is incomparably worse in Amerf@s than in 
England and action similar to that taken by 
the English stewards in the case of O. Mad- 
den might be followed to the good of the 

.sport inthis country. If the stewards cared 
to look at it in that light it would be an easy 
way to bar the boys who were suspected of 
connivances that could not be proved; and 
in any event it would teach young riders that 
they must be careful in choosing their com- 
panions—a wholesome lesson from any point 
of view.

INTERPRETS CAME LAWS 


ATTORNEY GENERAL HAMLIN 
CLEARS OBSCURE POINT. 


Section of Revised Statutes Prohibit- 
ing Use of Artificial Ambuskes in 
Open Water Is Explained for Benefit 
of Duck Hunters—No Restriction Is 
Mate in the Matter of “ Blinds” 
Upon Shore—Intent of Law Is to Pro- 
vide Water Fowl with Rest Places. 


Because of the uncertainty regarding the 
interpretation of the Illinols game laws with 
especial regard to wild fowl and birds, the 
following opinion from Attorney General 
Hamlin in reply to an inquiry from a local 
attorney will be interesting to all sports- 
men devoted to duck hunting, which is now 
at its spring height: 


Dear Sir: Replying to your inquiry as to wha 
construction should laced upon t part o 
section 1, chapter 61, of the Revised Statutes o 
Illinois, being an act to provide additional reme- 
dies for thé protection of game, wild fowl, and 
which reads as follows: 

n 
entrap, or ensnare, or attempt to 
entrap, or ensnare, or otherwise de- 
atroy any wild goose, brant, duck, or other water 
fowl from any fixed or artificial ambush beyond 
a natural covering of reeds, canes, flags, wild rice, 
or other vegetation above the water of any lake, 
river, bay, or itnlet, or other water course wholly 
within this State, or in such part of such stream 
or watercourse wholly wits this State, or wit 
the aid and use of any device commonly calle 
sneak boat, sink boat, sink box, or other device 
used for the purpose of concealment in the open 
waters of this State,’’ I beg to reply: 

The evident intention of the portion of the 
statute qnetes was to provide all water fowl there- 
in méntioned with a place of sanctuary, or res 
Without such provers by statute any fixed or 
artificial ambush could be erected upon the resting 
or feeding grounds of such enumerated fowl, in 
the middle, or any other part of the open a 
thereby disturbing such enumerated water fow 
in a manner which would leave them no oppor- 
tunity for rest or feeding, and hence would speed- 
ily drive them to some other course in their annual 
migratory fights. 

at the pron etion of that portion of the statute 
quoted applies only to thé actual, open, and unin- 
cumbe waters of any lake, river, bay, or inlet, 
or other watercourse wholly within this State, is 
made clear by a reading of the statute which 
makes it unlawful to hunt, kill, ete., from any 
fixed or artificial ambush ‘‘ beyond a natural cov- 


ering of reeds, canes, flags, wild rice, or other 
vegetation above the water of any lake, river, 
bay,’’ etc. And also from any “ sneak boat, sink 


box, or other device used for the 
cealment in the open waters of this Btate. 

The words ‘‘ above the water’ cannot have 
reference to blinds Upon the shore or bank which 

r merely on a higher level than the surface 
of the water. Had the intent of the statr-- been 
to absolutely forbid the use of any fixed or arti- 
ficial ambush it would have so. provided without 
qualification and would, in so many words, have 

rohibited the use at any time or place of any such 
fixed or artificial ambush. Neither can the word 
** in the open waters of this State’’ be construe 
as mea nag in, within, or upon the shore lines cr 
upon islands or upon the banks of any lake, river, 
bay, or inlet, or other watercourse wholly within 
this State. Nothing in this act prohibits the erec-

AMERICANS WIN AT CHESS 


BRITISH TEAM DEFEATED AFTER 
A LIVELY CONTEST. 


English Early Make the Score 2 to 1 


and Hold Their Lead for Long, buat 
Sharp Playing Brings Victory to the 
United States in Cable Games—Large 
Crowd in London Witnesses the Fin- 
ish and Cheers the Successful Con- 
testants. 


New York, March 15.—After twe days of 
hard fighting the American chess team van- 
quished the British team tonight, this being 
the seventh of the international series of 
matches for the Newnes cup. America won 
five and a half games and Great Britain four 
and a half. 

The distinction of achieving the first vic- 
tory fell to the Englishmen by virtue of 
Trenchard’s brilliant defeat of Delmar on 
board 7. Almost simultaneously came the 
news that the amateur, Atkins, had lowered 
the colors of Marshall. This was a hard 
blow, as the Brooklyn Chess club had relied 
upon Marshall and Pillsbury winning their 
respective games. At that time the outlook 
was that the match would be lost. Hymes 
was then in difficulty and Voigt appeared to 
be beaten. The former, however, soon ex- 
tricated himself, and proposed a draw, which 
Mills “epted. Voigt also redeemed him- 
self, i... game eventually being drawn.

LONDON, March 15.—The reopening of 

Buckingham Palace for the King’s first 

court naturally invites hyperbole tn descrip- 

tions of the event, even in the staidest jour- 
nals. The event is heralded as a function 
unexampled in splendor and a contrast is 
drawn between the new revels of imperialism 
and the colorelss and featureless drawing- 
‘yooms of the Victorian reign. London is now 
proclaimed with a fine glow of enthusiasm 
as a capital worthy of a mighty empire, 
and there are rhetorical passages in which 
the King is credited with the mastery of 
the art of stage management and with delib- 
“erate intention of rivaling the splendors of 
the French court during.the second Napo- 
leonic empire. 

Allowance must be made for the imagina- 
tive flights of writers in attempting to de- 
scribe what they did not see. Diplomatists, 
officials, and privileged guests agree in re- 
ferring to the function as exceptionally 
stately and brilliant, but they assert that it 
was essentially a Victorian drawing-room 
in the evening instead of in the afternoon, 
and that while the procedure was simpler 
and more dignified there were few changes 
in the established order. 

The King, like the German Emperor, hasa 
natural talent for the stage business of roy- 
alty, but he respects the traditions of the 
Victorian reign, and is not likely to emu- 
late the tinsel glories of the second empire. 


Social Changes Predicted. 
Society paragraphers are conetantly an- 


- pouncing the impending transformation of 


the social order in consequence of the opening 
of a new reign. This forepast includes the 
substitution of informal week end visits at 
Windsor and Sandringham for the old-time

hostesses in extravagant habits of entertain- 
ment in emulation of the luxurious revels of 
the millionaires. Nobody in touch with the 
court knows anything about these alleged 
royal policies.

Windeor Castic hawe been redecorated and 


the furniture, art treasures, and tapestries 
bave been rearranged in accordance with 
current taste rather than theearly Victorian 
fashions. The royal residences have been 
tly improved by the removal of dark and 
vy decorations, the introduction of electric 
lighting, and modern conveniences. In- 
greased dignity has been imparted to allstate 
functiOns and the arrangements for the coro- 
mation have been ordered on a scale of mag- 
aificence commensurate with the unique his- 
torical ceremonials.

Borrowing Budget Expected.

He guards the Treasury 
secrets closely, but best informed Tories 
have made up their minds that it will bea 
borrowing budget, with the burdens for the 
next generations, but no new taxes for the 
country, except possibly on tobacco, which, 
under existing conditions of competition, in- 
vites increased duties. 

Outside of Parliament Rosebery, Morley, 
and Asquith have taken up their parables 
afresh, but have suppressed their metaphors.

Rhodes’ Friends Alarmed.

Private dispatches 
from his medical advisers are received daily 
by Rhodes’ business associates. They were 
optimistic at first, but are now thoroughly 
alarmed owing to the slowness of the pa- 
tlent’s rallying powers. 

The general monetary situation isregarded 
by bankers as exceptionally strong. The re- 
serves of the Bank of England are more than 
@ million in advance of those of last year. 
The budget statement, with the scope of 
treasury borrowing operations, must be 
awaited before the trend of the market can 
be forecast. 


The success of Sir Henry Irving, Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell, and Joseph Hawtrey in 
America does not allow any English actor- 
manager to sleep on his laurels at home. 
Beerbohm Tree and George Alexander are 
both bent upon producing Stephen Phillips’ 
poetic plays before American audiences at 
Frohman’s earliest convenience, or possibly 
without his help.

DANGER IN USE OF LYDDITE. 


Explosive Likely to Prove a Boomer- 
ang, According to the Report of 
Expert# in England. 


LONDON, March 15.—The extraordinary 
effect of lyddite has been revealed by the 
statement that during recent experiments 
with the hulk of the old battleship Belle Isle 
shells containing that explosive refracted 
fragments upon the attacking vessels, which 
were 800 yards distant. Other fragments 
dropped close to a gunboat situated 2,000 
yards abeam of the line of fire. The deduc- 
tion drawn is that when lyddite is used there 
is danger for a friendly vessel at least 2,000 
yards away. The Outlook compares lyddite 
with a boomerang, and points out that to be 
of any service it must be dropped right on 
board a hostile vessel, as, ‘‘ if the projectile 
does not hit the right place it will fly back 
and slay the slayer.”’

Young Alfonso’s Mental Incapacity 
and Bodily Weakness Laid Before 
the Vatican by the Papal Nuncio at 
Madrid—Pontif!

LONDON, March 15.—Some sensational 
statements have been made here recently re- 
‘epecting’ the young King of Bpain- It has 
been hinted not obscurély that he fs weak 
minded. These reports are somewhat exag- 
gerated. 

The actual facts are that a short time ago 
the Papal Nuncio in Madrid wrote to the 
Pope that Alfonso was not qualified to take 
over at present the full functions of King- 
ship, because his intellectual faculties, in 
spite of careful training, were not suffi- 
ciently developed for his high estate. 

He also stated that the King’s bodily 
health, though good, was not excellent—in 
fact, that he was mentally and physically 
inferior to the average young aristocrat of 
his age. There was, therefore, grave fear 
that the development of King Alfonso's fac- 
ulties would be seriously retarded should he 
be now called to assume the active duties 
of a governing sovereign. 


Pope Asks to See Alfonso. . 

The Nuncio wrote with the knowledge and. 
approval of the Queen Regent, who at the 
same time asked the holy father’s advice. 
The Pope replied that upon the Nuncio’s re- 
port the prolongation of, the regency for 
three or four years appeared to be impera- 
tive, but that before pronouncing a final 
opinion he would like to see his godson. °

He is 
anxious to impress on the Americans that 
their aversion for Germany was the fruit 
of British suggestion, and that the object of 
British friendship for the United States in 
the Spanish-American war was to encour- 
age her in undertakings such as the conquest 
of the Philippines, which. would afford a 
more convenient point of attack against 
European powers. 

At the same time he is. confident that the 
British not only failed in this object but also 
deprived themselves of all prospect of Euro- 
pean support against an eventual attack by 
the United States on Canada and the British 
West Indian colonies. 

Britain and America May Clash. 

Professor von Halle adds: “ Theré are 
still in America, as there were before 1896, 
many persons who are convinced that be- 
tween Germany and the United. States 
friendly relations will always .be possible. 
The given opponent of the future is their 
neighbor in the north and the West Indies, 
their hereditary British enemy. The day 
will come when acute conflict will again 
break out between these two nations, which 
are now united by common laws of spéech 
and intimate personal ties, espécially if the 
United States continues to impress on Great

at sea and from further dangerous ag- 
gression on land."’ 


Anarchists Arrested in Naples. 
Beven dangerous Anarchists were arrested 
the other day at Naples on board a steamer 
that was about to sail for New York. All 
had been condemned in contumacium to 
long terms of imprisonment for a variety 
of crimes. They were under the impression 
that once on board ship the police would be 
only too glad to get ridofthem, This used 
to be the case, but the Italian government 
now prefers to have these criminals under 
lock and key in their own country. More- 
over, it has been found by experience that 
it is not so easy now as formerly to dump 
them on American soil.

LONDON, March 15.—The disaster to Meth- 
uen caused the majority of Englishmen to 
momentarily gasp, but they quickly recov- 
ered themselves and have said as little as 
possible about it, and that little to the e:ect 
that it is of no possible consequence. In the 
city not much is made of it, though if it had 
come three weeks earlier, when the boom in 
south African mines was at its height, it 
would have inevitably created hayoc.

Kritzinger. 


Praise for Delarey.~ 


While the government press tg not slow 
to suggest that the release was the easiest 
thing for Delarey to do, they are forced to 
admit that it was nevertheless an act of a 
generous, unvindictive foe, as well as of a 
clever one. 

People are not talking so glibly now of the 
early end of hostilities, and, indeed, most 
of the week there has béen well defined if 
vaguely expressed apprehension for Gren- 
fell’s party, which Methuen, through the 
cowardice of a portion of his untrained and 
unfit soldiers, as it now seems, failed to re- 
lieve. 

Of course, though outspoken criticism of 
Lord Methuen is not as common here as on 
the continent and in America, one hears, 
told you often enough. If Methuen 
had been captured early in the war and kept 
in Boer custody it would have been no seri- 
ous loss to the British arms, some people 
say. He is a good, religious maa, full of 
cranky ideas, but lacking the genius of lead- 
ership. A few oruel folks say the worst 
feature of the incident is the loss of six 
guns. 


One of the worst results of the’ficident is 
the increased bitterness in the cussions 
of the Irish questionin Parliament, Already 
that question was in a hopelessly involved 
condition, owing to the government's inept- 
ness-and half-hearted policy of mingling 
futile attempts at conciliation with down- 
right coercion, and displeasing rvative 
Englishmen and Irishmen alike.

AMERICAN CLUB FOR LONDON. 


Plans Made for Organization to Accom- 
*¢ modate Those in England Seeking 
High-Class Places. 


“LONDON, March 15.—The report that 
Americans will shortly have a London club 
equal In exclusiveness and prominence to 
any of the leading clubs In the United States 
is confirmed. An influential Anglo-American 
cOmmittee was formed this week for the 
purpose of arranging all the details and get- 
ting the organization ready prior to the coro- 
nation of King Edward. 


or General Sir Reginald Pole-Carew, 
Anthony Drexel, and Reginald D. Ward. 
Other prominent men, both British and 
American, are expected to join the organiz- 
ing body in the near future. The club’s 
name will probably be the Columbia, and its 
quarters will be in a large building now oc- 
cupied by the Avondale Hotel, Piccadilly, 
near St. James’ street. 

The object is to afford Americans, who are 
now barred by their nationality from several 
leading London clubs, a social headquarters 
in the British capital such as they have at 
home.

‘awe. Sixty years ago the power of the 
corpora: 


general government to authorize a 


tion chartered by it to carry on business in 
a State without its consent was disputed. 
The existence of that power will not be 
geriously disputed now. 

The national industrial corporations 
which may be created under such a law 
as Mr. Dill advocates will be required to 
eubmit to national examination and super- 
vision. They will be required also to give 
their stockholders al! the information these 
stockholders may ask for concerning busi- 
ness affairs and details. This Mr. Dill 
calls “ private publicity,” and he considers 
it the equivalent of “ public publicity,” be- 
cause where a corporation has 5,000 stock- 
holders, what they know the world wil! 
know. 

Mr. Dill proposes that in return for this 
submission to national supervision these 
national corporations shall be exempt from 
State supervision and shall be guaranteed 
protection against conflicting State legis- 
lation, and shall enjoy in every State all 
the immunities and commercial privileges 
guaranteed to natural persons by the fed- 
eral constitution and by State constitu- 
tions. He proposes, also, that each cor- 
poration shall make a report showing where 
its taxable property is situated, and that 
this information shall be furnished the tax- 
ing officers of the various States, so that 
the corporation may be justly and correctly 
taxed. Itg stock in the hands of stock- 
holders, however, is to be exempt from tax- 
ation of every nature. 

There are great industrial corporations 
which have, so far as is known, no reason 
to fear publicity, and which should not ob- 
ject to the same kind of supervision of their 
affairs that exists in the case of the national 
banks. Such corporations may find. in the 
promise of protection against conflicting or 
unjust State legislation an inducement to 
organize under a national law, provided 
Congress shall give them an opportunity 
to do so. Mr. Dill’s suggestions are well 
worth the attention of the national Legis- 
lature. 


AN UNRIGHTEOUS BILL. 

The ship subsidy bill will pass the Senate 
tomorrow. It will not represent the unani- 
mous opinion of the Republican party, even 
though it may have a unanimous vote. 
There is strong dissent from some of the 
features of the bill on the part of Senators 
to whom disinterested people generally are 
accustomed to look for the soundest opin- 
ions and the most judicious advice. Sen- 
ators Foraker, Allison, Spooner, and other 
Republican Senators who are not domi- 
nated by large financial interests are 
strongly opposed to many of the features 
of the bill. Other Senators are distrustful 
of its probable consequences. 

Tue TRIBUNE, not being under compul- 
sion to obey the edict of a caucus nor to 
subscribe to the wisdom of any vote in the 
United States Senate, even if it be unani- 
mous on the Republican side, abandons 
none of its opposition to this ship subsidy 
bill. It is framed in the interest of the 
Pennsylvania railroad and the Internation- 
al Steamship Navigation company. The 
insidious influence of that great railroad 
upon Congress can scarcely be overesti- 
mated. It controls legislation on the Re- 
publican side almost as completely as it 
formerly did in the Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey Legislatures. Tradition tells us 
that one of the Speakers in a Pennsylvania 
Legislature said in his farewell speech: “ If 
Tom Scott has no further legislation to 
bring before this body it will now stand ad- 
journed sine die.” Manifestiy Messrs. 
Cassatt and Griscom are the linea! descend- 
ants of Tom Scott. They have extended 
his sphere of activity so as to include the 
nation as well as the State. It may truth- 
fully be said that the United States Senate 
does not adjourn while Griscom and Cas- 


satt have any further business to bring be- 4 


fore it. 

The ties that. bind the Pennsylvania rail- 
road to the Republican Nationa! committee 
are of the most intimate description. No 
doubt the railroad is the most liberal sub- 
scriber to the campaign fund, and no doubt, 
also, it demands its quid pro quo when the 
party is successful. People who are accus- 
tomed to measure the significance of polit- 
ieal events have not forgotten that imme- 
diately after the election of 1806 Mr. W. 8. 
Shallenberger, an attorney of the Pennsy!}- 
vania railroad, was appointed Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General, a _ position 
Which he still holds. The position of First 
Assistant Postmaster General has been of- 
fered in vain to a number of Western Re- 
publicans. It has gone begging. Mr. 
Frank O. Lowden refused to accept it, 
Mr. Harry New has lately declined it. 
Graeme Stewart could have had it for the 
asking, but he regards it with contempt, if 
not with indifference. It is not on record 
anywhere that a Western Republican has 
been offered the position of Second Assist- 
ant Postmaster General. That officer con- 
trols the railway mail service, and the 
Pennsylvania railroad has a great interest 
in that branch of the public service. Sothe 
Pennsylvania railroad keeps its grip on the 
mail service at all points where it affects 
its own interests, Strange as it may ap- 
pear, the Postmaster General was until 
lately a Philadelphia man. The Second 
Assistant Postmaster General is a Penp- 
sylvanian, and one of the most influential 
members of the House Committee on Post- 
al Affairs is a Philadelphia man. All the 
interests of Pennsylvania, and of the great 
railroad which bears the name of the State, 
or for which the State was named, have 
been carefully conserved in the postal 
service. 

The International Steamship Navigation 
company is really an extension of the Penn- 
syivania railroad across the water. It is 
notorious that this subsidy bill is pushed 
in the interest of the International Naviga- 
tion company. Mr. Clement A. Griscom, 
its President, is unceasing in his exertions 
in behalf of the subsidy bill. He is ably 
seconded by Mr. A. J. Cassatt, President 
of the Pennsylvania railroad company. 
They are in and about Washington at divers 
times and seasons, and when they are not 
there their influence never fails to be felt 
and exerted in promoting measures in which 
they are’ interested. 

If this subsidy bill shall pass the Repub- 
lican party will stand committed before the 
country to the policy of passing measures 
which are conceived and advocated in the 
interests of a great railroad at the expense 
of the people. When the reaction shell 
come, as it inevitably will, and the railroads 
suffer, as they inevitably must, in conse 
quence of the popular indignation that wil] 
be excited by measures of this description, 
we hope there will be no failure to place 
the responsibility for where it justiy 
belongs. Railroads and other corporations 
have corrupted Legislatures before now, 
but never have they done so without suf- 
fering in the endwithout paying penaities 
for every measure of undue favoritism 
which they have got by deceit or bribery 
from the representatives of the people. 
There will be no exception in this case. The 
Pennsylvania and other railroads will suf- 
fer in consequence of the operations of the 
anrighteous lobby which is pressing this

DEMOCRACY RESTATED. 

J. A. Hobson is one of the most promising 
of the younger British economists, Among 
his books is a valuable one on Ruskin. In 
the January Contemporary he referred— 
and with sympathy—to the decline in the 
common idealistic notion of democracy as 
properly involving an equal distribution of 
power. He differed, however, from Rus- 
kin’s notion of government by a self-consti- 
tuted oligarchy of able persons, and sug- 
gested that government should be consti- 
tuted by, and should represent, social! ele- 
ments according to their relative impor- 
tance. 

This idea he has further elaborated. He 
holds that the notion that actual equality 
in political power does, or should, exist be- 
tween all members of society, or even be- 
tween male adults, must be abandoned. It 
neither is realized in fact nor can be so 
long as men differ as they do in character, 
capacities, and position. He finds, more- 
over, that society exhibits the character- 
istics of an organism. A common unifying 
purpose—like Maeterlinck’s “ Spirit of the 
Hive "—dominates the individual in the 
interest of “the race,” and special func- 
tions tend to become localized in certain 
groups. 

He affirms, accordingly, that the theory 
of democracy, if it is to survive, must be 
restated in accordance with the idea that 
society is not a collection of units, all pos- 
sessing equal rights and owing equal du- 
ties, but that itis an organism. As such it 
should be centrally administered, and great 
freedom be accorded to its expert govern- 
ing members. Ultimate power over them, 
however, would be distributed among the 
people according to “ social efficiency.” 

In a way this theory would seem to have 
been roughly illustrated in countries where 
plural yotes are granted to the educated 
and propertied classes. Mr. Hobson, how- 
ever, raises a question as to whether the 
mere possession of education—which often 
separates its possessor from actual life— 
or wealth, which may merely indicate an 
active ancestor, is a satisfactory test of 
social efficiency. 

The whole discussion proposes no imme- 
diate redistribution of political power. It 
is an incisive treatment, however, of the 
great problem of democracy, which “ dem- 
ocratic’’ experiments have, perhaps, com- 
plicated as much as simplified. Tolstoi re- 
jects the whole idea that society is an or- 
ganism. Not only, however, is the tenden- 


cy of thought quite in the other direction, | 


but undoubtedly many persons would agree 
with Mr. Hobson, that if democracy is to 
continue the political ideal it must in some 
way be restated in accordance with his 
idea. 


MAKE THE CHILDREN GO TO SCHOOL, 

The Depattment of Compulsory Educa- 
tion in Chicago is about to enforce more 
generally than it has hitherto done the com- 
pulsory education law. The terms of that 
law do not seem to be intolerably rigorous. 
They provide that children between the 
ages of 7 and 14 shall go to school sixteen 
weeks in every year. This is not too heavy 
a requirement. It should be unflinchingly 
exacted. If it were the future of Chicago 
would not be so heavily mortgaged as it is at 
present, 

Hand in hand with the compulsory edu- 
cation law goes the child labor law. Boys 
and girls must not work till they are ld. 
But they do. Instead of going to the school- 
house they are going to the factory. Worst 
of all, perhaps, they are in many cases 
going neither to the one nor to the other. 
They are drifting about the streets, and 
the eurrent there sets strongly in the di- 
rection of the bridewell. If any one wishes 
to be convinced of the need there is of en- 
forcing both the laws that have been men- 
tioned let him visit the juvenile court. Judge 
Tuthill will no doubt be glad to ket him 
see how large a proportion of juvenile crime 
is caused by too short an attendance at 
school and too early an acquaintance with 
business. . 

Of course, there are cases that are ex- 
tremely hard to decide. Suppose a boy 
of 13 is the chief.means of support for a 
widowed mother and two or three younger 
brothers and’ sisters. What is to be done 
with him? But such cases, however numer- 
ous, are, compared with the total number 
of children, altogether exceptional, Usual- 
ly it is perfectly clear whether a boy ought 
to go to school or not. If he is under 14 
he must show some exceedingly strongreason 
why he should not be obliged to comply 
with the letter of the law. 

The Compulsory Education department is, 
therefore, to be congratulated on the report 
that it has resolved to utilize the means 
at its command to enforce the law it was 
created to enforce. If it will avoid the 
rhetorical method of trying to persuade 
parents to send their children te school 
and will experiment with a few arrests 
and fines it will have greater success than 
in the past. It has a difficult problem on its 
hands. There is no doubt of that. But let 
it remember that the problem is one that 
must be satisfactorily disposed of before 
Chicago can rid itself of the feeling that 
it is year by year stunting, warping, and 
deforming young lives that might otherwise 
be of great service to the community. To 
allow children to grow up without schooling 
is to throw away good material. It is a 
great waste. It is also a great wrong. The 
Compulsory Education department cannot 
afford to sanction apy such violation of the 
principles of expediency and of morals. 


THE SOUVENIR COLLECTOR. 

There is a story from New York that 
may, or may not, be true. It is said that 
the chef who undertook to serve the lunch- 
eon at Shooter Island when the Dmperor 
William’s yacht was launched has been 
driven into’ bamkruptcy because of the 
losses he sustained on that occasion at the 
hands of pedple who made off with pieces 
of silverware to keep as souvenirs. 

The significance of this story is not in its 
truth or falseness. It is in its probability. 
It might weil have happened. People who 
take things for souvenirs are capable of 
anything. They rus away with steins and 


paperweights from 
guished men; they 
tions at a brilliant ball; they chip 
stone 


from the frames of pictures; when 
the Hohenzollern was opened to the public 
they tore away shreds and patches of the 
hangings and draperies; there is no length 
of absurdity or bad manners to which they 
will not go in order to gratify their desire 
of possessing articles of sentimental signifi- 
cance. This desire, if given fui] rein, usu- 
ally leads to mental degeneration. 
Persons who have it first have a queer 
sense of humor. They think that what 
they do is exceedingly funny. Who has not 


heard some souvenir collector recount his | 
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last exploit with a hearty appreciation of 
his own practical jocularity? This discov- 
ery that petty larceny is funny is attended 
by a lowering of moral tone. You can 
never persuade the man whose drawing- 
room is filled with souvenirs that his house 
ought to be raided by the police. He does 
not-regard himself as a thief. The fact 
that he—or she, for women steal souvenirs 
—wanted the thing as a souvenir seems to 
excuse him for taking it, even though it be 
the silver spoon of:an intimate friend. 
The mental attitude of such a man makes 
an interesting psychological study. His 
actual operations in gathering his treas- 
ures need something more than study. 
They need a little notice from the courts. 
If a few persons could be caught in the act 
of taking other persons’ property for souve- 
nir purposes and could receive their proper 
punishment, the lesson would be salutary. 

It may be excusable for college boys in 
college glee clubs on their tours through 
the country to make free with anything 
they happen to fancy. The glee club has 
certain ancient privileges. Other people, 
however, should still keep guard over their 
“nickers and stealers.” 


THE 300,000 WORD ARGUMENT. 

A Chicago lawyer has made in a Pennsyl- 
vania court an argument of 300,000 words, 
taking thirty-five hours in the delivery. 
The Bible contains 773,000 words.. Experts 
call this argument a record-breaking one. 
Certainly neither Webster nor Choate ever 
equaled it, although from the standpoint 
of English lawyers they made long argu- 
ments. Mr. Webster when in England 
noticed with surprise the brevity of the re- 
marks addressed to Judge and jury by emi- 
nent English counsel. He was not certain 
but that American lawyers were too wordy. 

The members of the Chicago bar admire 
this achievement of their colleague, an 
achievement which some of them may have 
hopes of surpassing in the future. 
Chicago lawyer thinks it is safe to say 
there was nothing of the purely verbose or 
unnecessarily long-winded in anything the 
author of this extensive argument may have 
deemed it necessary to say. Perhaps there 
was not. It may be that as life becomes 
more complex cases of greater complexity 
find their way into the courts, and that 
the arguments, brief when measured by mod- 
ern standards, which used to be made where 
great constitutional questions were  in- 
volved, must be extended and expanded so 
that justice may be done to some case tried 
in a lower court in Pennsyivania. 

If this argument of 300,000 words had 
nothing verbose or irrelevant, but was a 
closely woven web of logical reasoning from 
which, as from one of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall’s decisions, nothing could be stricken 
out without weakening the fabric, then 
the Judge or jury who listened to it had 
tu undergo a severer ordeal than if that 
argument had been filled with declamatory 
passages which could have been omitted 
without injury. Judges are trained to fal- 
low arguments and to carry a chain of rea- 
soning in their minds. It might put a Judge 
of considerable ability to his trumps when 
called on to swallow and digest an argu- 
ment of 300,000 words. As for the or- 
dinary juror it would be cruelty to ask 
this of him, 

If a Judge were consulted he would prob- 
ably suggest that the counsel pleading be- 
fore him pick out the vital point in the 
case and concentrate their logic and elo- 
quence on it, troubling themselves [ittle 
about subsidiary questions. There are law- 
yers who have won cases and made reputa- 
tions by doing this. There are other law- 
yers who bave a nervous feeling that they 
cannot safely neglect a single point. Hence 
these arguments which so greatly exceed in 
length those of'the earlier days of the 
American bar. | 

Chicago lawyers may admire arguments 
which contain 300,000 words; Chicago 
Judges and jurors do not. They pray that 
such arguments may not become the fashion 
here. They have not the years of Methuseiah 
in which to listen to them. They admire 
brevity, which is the soul of more things 
than wit. 


THE DRESSMAKERS’ UNION. 


The latest novelty in the field of dabor, 


is @ union of dressmakers. It is to have 
its origin in Chieago, but “no pent-up Utica” 
will * contract its powers.” If the promot- 
ers can carry out their purpose there will 
not only be a local union in Chicago but 
unions in other cities, as well as a national 
union. It is confidently anticipated that 
300,000 dressmakers will be banded to- 
gether ere long for self-protection and per- 
haps for regulating prices. 
The experiment will be an interesting one, 
though its success is questionable. Un- 
doubtedly there is much to be said on the 


| side of the dressmakers, who are long suf- 


fering and sometimes persecuted, so many 
and insistent are the capfices of customers 
and so divergent are their views of a given 
fashion. There are many women who do 
not believe that there is a dressmaker fit 
to make a dress, although they themselves 
may know nothing about the making of a 
dress or what they really wish until some 
one informs them. The result is that the 
dressmaker has to suffer from the whims 
and the ignorance of some customers and 
has to do and undo to suit their changeable 
minds, all of which is wearing upon the 
health and ruinous to the disposition. 

Again, there is no question that dressmak- 
ers suffer financially from unpaid bills. For 
many women, eager to dress as well as 
their neighbors or to have their clothes 
in the fashion, go beyond their means. This 
does not argue dishonesty of purpose or 
intention to cheat, but simply thoughtless- 
ness and the force of finery’s attractive- 
ness. These women intend to pay for their 
dresses, but when the bill comes in it is 
so large that they ean’t. The dressmaker 
rarely goes into court to collect a bill. When 
she does she rarely succeeds, for there are 
a thousand and one ways of showing that 
the dress is not what was promised. The 
absence of penalty adds to the readiness to 
run up the bill. . 

On the other band, there is something to 
be said for the purchasers, Many dress- 
makers are arbitrary, domineering, and 
haughty. Many of them employ incompe- 
tent help because it is cheap. Most of 
them are long promisers and thus exas- 
perate patrons and disappoint them at 
critical times. Few of them are artists. 
Hence when a woman who does not know 
what she should have and what will look 
well on ber goes to a dressmaker who is 
not much better posted than herself the 
result is a misfit all round. Again, as every 
woman and many men know, there are 
few things in the domestic economy con- 
structed on a more colossal scale than a 
dressmaker’s bill. All women would like 
if possible a fashionable dressmaker who 
goes to Paris at least once a year, and it 
is thie kind of a dressmaker who is the 
highest priced. If s dresemaker asks cheap 
prices it is suspected her work must be 
cheap. 

Hence there is something to be said on 


both sides of the question. Meanwhile, it

is doubtful whether the union, even if it be 
organized, will do much for the dressmakers. 
Female unions, as a rule, are short lived. 
The Dressmakers’ union might strengthen 
the bands of the sisterhood and furnish op- 
portunities to exchange much pleasurable 
or sinister gossip about the customers, but 
in the end probably the old relations will 
be resumed and both sides will continue to 
be persecuted. 


THE TWO DAILY PROCESSIONS. 

The man who breakfasts-at 8 a. m. and 
dines with the aid of a domestic misses 
the flood currents of human movement in the 
city. He may be jostied a bit on the * L.” or 
on a suburban train at night, but he real- 
ly has little experience of the swollen 
streams of 6:30 to 7:30 a. m. and 5:30 to 6:30 
p. m. Those of the morning are too early 


for him, and those both of morning and’ 


evening flow largely along other paths than 
his—because people tend more and more 
toward a geographical separation according 
to their standard of life. 

The two great daily processions of work- 
ing Chicago, centripetal in the morning, cen- 
trifuga! in the evening, are most interesting 
That 
is along such theroughfares as Milwau- 
kee, Blue Island, and Archer avenues. There 
is spontaneity and even at times “ flow of 
soul” among these hurrying crowds, An 
lilinois express trainioad of people, eack 
sliently absorbed behind a newspaper, !s 
prosy in comparison. Each one in the 
throngs also has a badge when starting 
out in the morning—a little parcel, It is 
the lunch, stowed in a capsizing lunch box, 
or in a barefaced dinuer pail, or wrapped 
iu a scrap of brown paper which peed not 
be taken home at night. 

Now and then a brother and sister will 
be hurrying along together, but, as a rule, 
the men fiock by themselves and so do the 
women, Girls ure gregarious, and although 
the procession of the opening day is gener- 
ally serious and that of the closing day 
tired, the shop girls and factory girls insist 
upon their right to sociability—and often 
to the whole of the sidewalk also in order 
to go arm-in-arm. 

The street beggar, judiciously gauging 
the sympatiiies of wage-earners, besets their 
pathway at night. The hawker of tricks 
and devices deflects little eddies to the curb, 
and street singers—boys, girls, or an entire 
family—are sure to “draw.” The Greek 
banana peddler, with half a dozen Eng- 
lish words at command, offers second-rate 
wares. Wagon loads of oranges brighten 
up the street corners and the small stores 
“try to look pleasant.” It is all deference 
to the profession. An undersized boy 
“working in the factory” may signalize 

his escape for the day with a cigaret. A 
youth in the midst of his teens may stop at 
a news store for a questionable sporting 
weekly. Others may hasten on for supper 
in order to get to an evening class or a 
club meeting at a social settlement. 

Life is stern and real to these throngs. 
They would like cleaner streets, but the 
problem of necessities dominates, The gen- 
eration of the future is rising from the 
homes of these morning and evening proces- 
sions. But quite aside from their prophecy 
they are preéminently interesting in their 
common, daily, human aspects.

The Nation’s recent issue makes an inter- 
Drink Bill. esting analysis of the con- 

sumption of liquors in the 

United States during the last year. The 
figures show that while there has been 
a’slight gain in the use of spirits there 
has been a decided increase in the con- 
sumption of beer. The entire drink bill was 
$1,273,212,386, of which 50 per cent was for 
beer, 31 per cent for whisky, 5 per.cent for 
wines, and 14 per cent for tea and coffee. 
Reduced toits equivalent as a beverage, more 
gallons of coffee were consumed than of any 
other kind of drink, the amount being 1,321,- 
372,454 gallgns, as against 1,258,249,391 gal- 
lons of beer. In the same period the number 
of gallons of tea drank was 402,872,000, of 
spirits and wines 127,089,278. It should be 
encouraging to Prohibitionists, if anything 
will encourage those pessimistic people, that 
the consumption of alcoholic liquors is not 
notably increasing and that the American 
people are gradually growing more tem- 
perate. If they are intemperate it is with 
coffee, but thig. does not encourage crime,

O many people inquire as to the: best means of pre- 
serving vision that an editorial upon this important 
subject has been deemed advisable for the informa- 
tion and instruction of the laity. . 

Bright daylight, without the direct rays of the 
sun, is the best illumination for eye work. There- 
fore, a north window is to be preferred, and is 
usually chosen by dentists, artists, and others doing 
fine work. In reading, but especially in writing, 
painting, etc., the light should come from the left, as 
in any other lateral position save one the head, 
body, or hand shades the page, canvas, etc.; the one 
exception is when the light faces the individual, 
which makes a bad direction for illumination, as the 
constant and direct glare is trying on the eyes. 

The best artificial illumination is the one which the most nearly simu- 
lates daylight. Perhaps a large student’s lamp, with a green and white 
shade, is as good a light as can be used. A gas drop light with a green and 
white shade makes & good reading light. The Welsbach drop light, unless 
properly controlled, is tense, but when controlled by a white chimney, and 
a green and white globe, it makes a good form of illumination. The elec- 
tric drop light sshould also be properly regulated by a green and white 
globe and by a ground glass bulb, as otherwise an annoying and injurious 


| reflection is thrown upon the page, if it is sufficiently close to the 


light. No overhead light or chandelier affords sufficient illumination. The 
light should be brought down to the individual, should be brilliant, steady, 
and properly regulated, and should stand to the left and a little forward. 


UITE an intelligent and high-minded man will be 
able to live in a house without any books except a 
Bible, a dictionary, a cheap encyclopedia, half a 
dozen novels of no value, and a couple of poetical 
selections given to his wife as marriage presents. 
If he desires to read a book which is being talked 
about he will get it from a library, If any of his 
friends possesses the book he will greedily borrow 
it and wait a-month till some other economical per- 
son like himself has returned it. If he has the op- 
portunity he will read it at some other person’s 
house or secure the use of it for & railway journey. 
There is no expedient which he and his wife, both 
well living and taxpaying folk, with sittings in a 
church, will not hit upon in order te read that book, 

but one thing they firmly refuse to do, and that is to buy it! And if you 


had suggested to them in the midst of all their striving that they should 


obtain the book for themselves, and explain to them as a secret how they 
could do “ for, say, $1, they would hardly understand what you were 
meaning, aud when they did they would not consider you impertinent, 
simply agree between themselves afterwards that you were extremely soft. 
Very likely the householder would say that books are not a necessity of 
house furnishing, and would pose as a severe utilitarian who only spent his 
money upon things without which he could not live, a bed to sleep in, a 


chair to sit on, and a table to eat from. But the good man is not sv severe 


an ascetic after all, or so very conscientious in his expenditure, for he has 
ail his life been buying things, and spending a good deal of money upon 
them, which were not at, all necessary, and sometimes are injurious. 
As, for instance, hideous antimacassars and such like garments which 
vary in their kinds but seem perpetual in their existence, which interfere 
with your head, attach themselves to your coat buttons, fall among your 
feet, and generally make life miserable. Or curtains for his bed, which keep 


out the fresh air and keep in the bad air, and interfere with one getting into 


bed, and prevent one reading comfortably when one is in bed, and retain

Reading in carriages, cars, etc., is obviously injurious, as the jolting of 
the vehicle necessitates a constant changing of the focus, and an unsteadi- 
ness of the page which necessarily taxes the eye to an extreme degree. Still, 
as most people will continue this bad habit, let them practice it as little ae 
possible, and under as good circumstances as are obtainable. 

Reading in a recumbent position is a prolific source of eye etrain. Es- 
pecially is this true during convalescence following a severe illness, when 
the temptation is strong, but the general and ocular systems are weak and 
unable to stand even a limited amount of work. Such a practice is injurious 
even in health, owing to the fact that it is practically impossible to hold a 


Che Curious Fiction of the 


N the case of The People vs. Burnett, tried in this 
city some two weeks ago, a man was convicted of 
murder on the theory that he had agreed to commit 
suicide with a woman; that she had in fact carried 
out her part of the bargain, while he was present, 
and that he had survived.

Many 
eyes are injured and some even lost by reading in bed. 

It is gratifying to notice that people are becoming much more careful 
than formerly in selecting readingy matter with good print, and yet much of 
the print thrown upon the market is bad, and injurious to the eyes. This is 
especially true of cheap and sensational novels, and as these are principally 
read by the young, whose eyes are in a formative period, much seed for 
future ocular trouble is sown. In choosing reading matter too much care 
cannot be bestowed upon the selection of large, clear type and upon good 
paper, and, as almost everything worth reading can be found well printed, 
cheap and injurious publications should be eschewed. 

The paper from which we read, or upon which we write, is of im- 
portance. A dull-surfaced, slightly tinted paper is preferable to white, and 
the best tints are delicate shades of gray, neutral tint, or bluish-green.

But if life means high thoughts and pure pleasures, and an 
outlook upon the things unseen and eternal, then the house without books 
is a house without air and without windows, a prison rather than a dwell- 
ing place. A huge house with costly furniture, and overflowing with ener- 
vating luxuries but without noble books, is a poor and narrow place. But 
a cottage of two rooms where there are twenty classics well read and much 
loved is a palace, for its roof is as high as the sky, and the great folk of all 
ages come there and live. 

Does this excellent man with whom we are having this little talk tell me 
that he does love books and desires to possess them, but that really they are 
beyond his reach, and does he mean this, thinking now not upon dinners and 
turkey carpets but upon bread for his family and education for his sons? 
Would he be .astonished to learn that if you except. connotsseurs in the 
costliest books which run to hundreds and thousands of dollars each, the 
chief book buyers in the country are not rich folk, but pergons of quite lim- 
ited means and simple life? Recently the head of a firm, and a semi-mil- 
lionaire, passing through his office saw a fine edition of Bunyan lying on 
his bookkeeper’s desk. He was arrested by the sight, and with the fine pat- 
ronage of his position began to rally his servant upon such an expensive 
taste.

“ Probably ft will be found that originally it wyaas the received doctrine 
that somewhere, in nubibus or in gremio magistratum, there existed a com- 
plete, coherent, symmetrical body of English law, of an amplitude sufficient 
to furnish principles which would apply to any conceivable combination of 
circumstances. ‘The theory was at first much more thoroughly believed in 
than it is now, and indeed it may have had a better foundation. The 
Judges of the thirteenth century may have really had at their command a 
mine of law unrevenled to the bar and to the lay public, for there is some 
reason for suspecting that in secret they borrowed freely, though not always 
wisely, from current compendia of the Roman and Oanon laws. But that 
storehouse was closed as soon as the points decided at Westminster Hall 
became numerous enough to supply a basis for a substantive system of ju- 
risprudence; and now for centuries English practitioners have so expressed 
themselves as to convey the paradoxical proposition that, except by equity 
and statute law, nothing has been added to the basis since it was first con- 
stituted. We do not admit that our tribunals legisiate; we Imply that they 
have never legislated; and yet we maintain that the rules of the English 
common law, with some assistance from the Court of Chancery and from 
Parliament, are coextensive with the complicated interests of modern so- 
ciety.”

Bearing in mind, however, that the number of women married to each

Whole families of sea birds pass their lives in and on the ocean, and come 
to the shore only for the nesting season, : 

We smile at the idea of a sea bird, which is as much at home on the 
water as on land, either needing or wishing to ride, yet the tropic bird is 
gaid occasionally to vary his wing exercises by alighting for a sail on the 
pack of ¢ tortoise which he finds lazily floating on the surface, And Major 
Bendine tells of a little owl at the West caught riding on the back of an un- 
willing gopher, with an air of such composure that the observer was con- 
yinced that it was a common exploit of the bird. 

Te at seems strange to think of birds spending their lives ‘on the water, 
it is almost as odd to know of whole families that spend theirs in the air 
and never come to the ground. In some of the tropica] forests where trees 
are between 200 and 300 feet in height, the upper branches and the air 
above them are the home of countless birds and insects and monkeys, More 
than 200 feet from the earth below, they find not only light and air but 
food in plenty, and even water in the. various reservoirs of the giant plants 


and creepers. 


Birds have many extraordinary habits with which we are so familiar 


Ordinarily, there is a great indisposition tapwear glasses, a prejudice 
born and fostered of pride and ignorance. Few prejudices are more foolish, 
for the proper adjustment of glasses to improperly focusing eyes is one of 
the greatest boons to humanity. Where glasses are needed they should be 
worn, and a failure to do so means deterioration of ocular health and 
functions, and usually produces much unnecessary suffering and incon- 
venience to the individual. Indistinct, near or far vision, blurring, tired eyes, 
headache, etc., are some of the symptoms indicating the need of properly 
ad‘usted glasses. Upon the recognition of such symptoms, a physician mak- 
ing a study of eye diseases should be consulted. If you are unacquainted 
with guch a one, your family physician will direct you where to go. 

The care of the eyes commences in early childhood, and an intelligent 


supervision by parents at this dependent period of life will go far toward 
insuring healthy eyes during the adult years. The attention of an infant 
_ should not be directed to objects held close to the face, and similar precau- 


tions should not be neglected as the child grows older, as it predisposes to 
short-sightedness and other evils. Childrén should, therefore, be dis- 
couraged from playing with emall objects, toys, etc., and from poring over 
story and picture books. They should be encouraged in out-loor amuse- 
ments and sports, where the eyes during these developing periods of life can 
have wide range and free scope, and where the general physica! health and 
development may take precedence over ocular and intellectual labor. Eyes 
are not infrequently injured by exactions which would never be demanded of 
any other organ of the body, they evidently being regarded as untiring and 
exhaustless. This is especially true after a physician has been consulted and 
glasses procured. People appear to consider that after this has been accom- 
plished their ocular functions should have the strength and endurance of

Bishop or some- 
thing else like that, wasn’t he? Well, I declare, you must have paid some- 
thing for a book like this,” and the great man sailed into his private room.

The library may or may not prove the owner to be a book lover. You can- 
not be quite certain about the man till you have met him, and then he 
might be a disappointment, like the owner of a fine collection of sacred art, 
whose one interest in his pictures is a bitter regret that he cannot sell them 
and turn their value into solid cash. But you enter a young man’s room 


and look round to gather what sort he is before he comes in. Quite an or- 


dinary room, such as is let to lodgers, with the familiar commonplace fur- 
niture, but what is this on the wall? A hanging bookcase, not large, but 
still containing forty volumes. Good books all and carefully selected, and 
yet, I declare, well read. Four or five of Carlyle, Lamb's * Essays,” some- 
thing of Tennyson and Browning, the “ Antiquary,” “Henry Esmond,” 
Pmerson’s “ Essays,” Hawthorne’s “ Scarlet Letter,” and a Keats. With-

When a few years later he tells you that he has been made 
secretary, and you know, although he does not tell you this, that he is the 
youngest man ever appointed to the post, you are not astonished. That 
bookshelf was a sign and a beginning.

which grew up in an early stage of society and was adapted to the needs 
of that stage.. It would be absurd to suppose for a moment that such a body 
of customary law really contains in it rules applicable to and sufficient to 
solve all the infinitely complex questions that arise‘in a highly evolved social 
condition such as ours. Of course, it does nothing of the kind; and while 
the English Judges were applying what they were pleased to call the prin- 
ciples of the common law to cases which arose before them, and which were 
not covered by statutory provision, they were in truth creating a great body 


of case law adapted to the exigencies of modern society. 


Take, for example, the case of People vs. Burnett, already referred to. 
As noted above, the Assistant State’s Attorney, Mr. Newcomer, in his clos- 
ing argument in that case, devoted a great deal of time to impressing upon 
the jury the claim that the principles of law applicable to the ease were not 
to be found in the statute law of Illinois, but in the common law of Eng- 
land. He then proceeded to cite three or four English cases which, he 
claimed, laid down the principles of the English common law in regard to 
this matter. 

It is hardly necessary for us to say that, as a matter of fact, the Eng- 
lish common law had no rule applicable to the case of two people agreeing 
to commit sui¢ide together and one of them surviving. Mr. Newcomer was 
simply basing his argument upon a fiction, which has been a favorite one 
with English lawyers for nearly a thousand years. As a matter of fact, 
‘what really happened was that the Judges, in the first of the cases which 
he cited, finding that they had to deal with a condition of things for which

cent of the births, 69.18 per cent of the marriages, and but 63,53 per cent 
of the deaths. 

The percentage of single females of all females was, In 1875, 53.41; in 
1885, 53.41; and in 1895, 53.59, showing no material changes. The consid- 
erable number of surplus women here, sometimes alluded to, comprises not 
those who have never married, but is largely widows. 

But while this is true, marriage among women in general in the State 
has been somewhat retarded. The average age of women making first mar- 
riages is now 24.5, as against 23.5 thirty years ago; and whereas about 20 
per cent of all women marrying was then under 20, only about 15 per cent 
is now under 20. But even this retardative influence works out just above 
aged 85, For example, of all women marrying, 91.68 per cent was then 
under 85, as against 90.83 per cent now, a merely fractional change. 

The figures cited show, however, that the decline in the general mar- 
riage rate in Massachusetts cannot be directly traced to the entrance of 
women into industry. Whoever studies the question of the effect of the in- 
dustrial employment of women on the marriage relation will need to go 
deeper than the mere question of marriage rate, and whoever studies the

The demand for stopping Canadian pulp 
— for American r mills has been 
eased as a result of the late meeting of 
the Canadian Forestry association in the 
‘House of Commons. United States manufac- 
turers, accofding to D. L. McGibbon; man- 
ager of the urentide Pulp company mill, 
Grand Mere, Que., areannually taking about 
1,000,000 cords of pulp wood from Canada at 
$8.50 a cord, which in the shape of finished 
products represents expenditure in the 
United States for American labor and mate- 
rial, and profits for the American manufac- 
turer exceeding $30,000,000. This and a 
large amount of similar information is creat- 
ing a decided impression on Paritament and 
the members of the provincial Legislatufes 
throughout Canada. 

The United States tariff on pulp wood and 
ite manufactures is arranged so as to keep 
Canada in the position of a hewer of pulp 
wood for the republic. Pulp wood in the 
raw is free. The lowest form of manufac- 
‘ture, known as mechanical pulp, has a duty 
of $1.67 per ton imposed on it; chemical 
pulp pays $3,338 per ton, while the duty on 
paper is prohibitive. As Mr. McGibbon truly 
Says, the neglect of the government to put 
@n export duty on pulp wood looks as if it 
did not want to encourage the manufacture 
of paper in Canada, which practically has 
@ monopoly of the pulp wood supply for the 
United States.

Since Mrs. Brown Potter seceded from the 
cast of “ Ulysses” she has had the inex- 
pressed satisfaction of noting a somewhat 
lukewarm reception of Stephen Phillips’ pro- 
duction, and when appealed to for a cause 
for this she replied: 

“Tt seems to me that the great fault in 


Ulysses’ Mes in the fact that the Calypso 
- episode has been badly handled. There was 


the one opportunity in which a powerful love 
intrigue could be brought to bear upon the 
play, and that was in the now famous and 
much discussed scene on the island of Ogygia 
jn Calypso’s cave. Mr. Phillips has written 
an amazingly passionate love scene for the 
Calypso which required the strongest han- 
dling. 

** Ulysses and Calypso lived for eight years 
as lovers on the island, and she offered him 
immortality to stay on with her. He left 
her, and she died of grief. Instead of making 
it a great moment of thrilling love he has re- 
duced it to the elements of a dialogue, and 
therefore has subtracted a great emotional] 
moment from his play.” 

Mrs. Brown Potter’s general views of stage 
jovemaking are as unique as they are dis- 
tinctively her own. “ She contends that the 
greatest plays have been made popular 
through love scenes and sums up her own 


‘success in this way: 


“In playing a love scene I try to work 
upon the imagination of my audiences, and 
this is done by the power of suggestion that 
is the gift of some men and women who have 
made their greatest fame by their playing 
of emotional scenes. 

“I endeavor in my own work to appeal to 
the minds as well as the hearts of my au- 
fdiences. I have a method of my own that 
has been or infinite value to me for several 
years past. I employ exactly the same 
methods in my recitations. 

“You ask me to explain my methods. It 
would be quite impossible in writing for me 


to do so, as voice, gesture, and manner are’

such important factors that they cannot be 
reduced to mere rules. Undoubtedly, the

I bow to the 
public’s taste, and I want them to choose 
the lover.

‘“‘I do not wish to go through A lst of 
names of the actors who fulfill what I think 
should be taken as ‘models’ for the stage 
lover, as, for obvious reasons, the personal 
element in a public conversation is apt to 
lead to misunderstandings. 1 must say, how- 
ever, that this appeal to the imagination 
and emotion of the audience has never been 
better exemplified than in the brief lovemak- 
ing of Mr. William Gillette in ‘ Sherlock 
Holmes.’ He, to my mind, is the practical 
{llustration in a masculine sense of what lI

and naturally would be made love to and not 
make love. He says little, but he looks and 
conveys to the public everything. 

“The stage lover of today is a different 
person from the stage lover of other times. 
Nowadays he is able to act according to his 
own individuality, and if that individuglity 
blends a certain sympathy of suggestion 
with that of the actress with whom he acts 
his strongest scenés, that great mainstay of 
the interest ef modern audiences—namely: 
imagination—comes into play. 

“‘I think few people realize that the man 
and woman who have chosen seriously the 
stage as their profession give due considera- 
tion to the fact that, when they represent 


‘eertain characters and certain phases in cer- 


tain lives behind the footlights, they are 
themselves creating and forming pictures 
that on the slightest hint of roughness and 
inequality at once give rise to inharmonious 
effect. 

“ Passion does not necessarily mean ath- 
letics. The idea of passionate love can just 
as easily be canveyed to an audience by the 
expression of the eyes and the lines about 
the mouth as it can by any amount of dis- 
tortion and misplaced energy. 

“One little illustration will, I think, ex- 
press my view clearly. A lover is leaving 
his heart’s mistress, perhaps for a long time. 
They kiss with a passion that means every- 
thing in the world to them. If the sound of 
that kiss is heard across the footlights the 
situation is marred and a giggle from some- 
body is sure to follow. There is but one step 
from the sublime to the ridiculous. But let 
the kiss be silent, and the suggestion ofits 
lingering sweetness appeals to the imagina- 
tion. 

‘*‘ Another case: A woman bids farewell to 
her lover. She is heartbroken, and the de- 
sire of her life has gone from her. She 
kisses her hand to him as he passes beneath 
her window. If she kisses with a loud 
sound of smacking lips no effect is made, but 
if she does it so—with all her heart in her 
eves and the silence of an absolutely pas- 
sionate kiss upon her lips—the effect at once 
wins its way.”

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LIFEANDSINSOFA

“When but a lad at school he nearly killed 
an inoffensive boy who chanced to anger 
him by some trivial occurrence.

Dawson was next arrested for leading 
a gang of boys on a thieving expedition one 
night, robbing henroosts and cellars, in or- 
der to have a big feast out in a sugar bush 
a couple of miles from where he lived. He 
clubbed the wife of the man who raised him 
because ehe refused him money to go to a 
cirous, and then held up a small boy en route 
to the show, took his money from him, and 
with it purchased a ticket. The character 
of Geviltry and wickedness manifested it- 
self in every conceivable form. 


First Murder at 20. 


When but 20 years of age he killed a minér 
named Morenci near Cannelton, O., robbed 
him of his wages, and fied. A year later 
he was captured while beating a woman to 
death in the Gore region of the Hocking 
Valley, and sent to the Ohio penitentiary. 
where he served a term of three years and 
eight months under the name of Ira Smith. 

He appeared to have a penchant for 
mingling with the rougher class about the 
coal mining districts, and he soon drifted. 
into the Lehigh Valley, where he was run 
out of a mining camp one night after hav- 
ing brutally treated a young woman, 4a 
miner’s daughter, and almost beaten the 
father to death in a fight which subsequently 
ensued. He was a muscular, brawny fel- 
low, and absolutely without fear. After his 
troublein the Lehigh district he disappeared, 
and it was learned a few years later that he 
killed a man on a Mississippi River steam- 
boat, for which he was. raijroaded to the 
Loutsian& penitefitiary, where he was put | 
to hard labor for nearly seven years. He 
‘was as ugly and intractable in the pen as 
out of it, and was never known to make 
any “ good time.”” It was his boast that he 


ever trod the earth, and he gave every ev!i- 
dence of believing what he said in perfect 
sincerity. He was brutal alike to man and 
beast. Once in Wellsville, O., he was ar- 
rested for nearly beating a horse to death 
because the animal had kicked at him as 
he passed by. It is said that on more than 
one occasion he has caught dogs that barked 
at him when passing them and deliberately 
cut their throats, 


‘Half Killed by a Counterfetter. 


He got mixed up with the notorious coun- 
terfeiting gang that infested Seymour and 
Osgood, Ind., a number of years ago, and 
aided not only in that work but in running 
other people’s horses up into the then recog- 
nized horse thieves’ rendezvous, Osgood. He 
was a blunderer, and at all times foolhardy. 
He would brook no words of,caution, and 
when remonstrated with by members of the 
gang for a job near North Vernon, Ind., he 
lost his temper, as usual, and started in to 
kill somebody. This time he had reckone4’ 
without his host, for big Dave Hammer- 
stein, who prided himself as then being the 
king of Indiana counterfeiters, stretched 
Dawson upon the floor, and then proceeded 
to stamp upon him with his heavy boots. 
Dawson’s career would likely have ended 
then and there, had it not been for the in- 
tercession of Dawson’s wife and her sister. 
For several weeks Dawson was laid up for 
repairs, and when he emerged from his 
hiding place he was promptly arrested, tried 
for stealing the horse of a farmer near Au-

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HE Japanese actor who holds a po- 

sition in the theatrical. world of 
Japan similar to that occupied by 
Sir Henry Irving in England is 
one Ichikawa Danjuro, whose an- 
cestors were on the stage 220 
years ago. Ichikawa Danjuro is 68 
years old, and, notwithstanding his age, 
worthily upholds the traditions of his fam- 
ily. One of his favorite parts is that of the 
hero in *‘ The Cushingura,”’ a play written 
in 1774 by Takeda Izumo, which has for 
its subject the revenge of their chieftain’s 
death by forty-seven retainers, and which 
to this day remains a stock play, sure to 
draw full houses when all others have falled. 
Danjuro has played the part no fewer than 
seventy-eight times—a fact which may not 
impress an English public, accustomed to 
100-night runs, but which in Japan, where 
audiences still demand variety and would 
resent machine-made performances, is con- 
sidered a remarkable record. 

The Japanese have a theatrical aristocracy, 
which no one may enter who has not had the 
good fortune of inheriting a great name. The 
members of this aristocracy are called 
“nadai."’ They are entitled to advertise 
their names on the playboards over the en- 
trance totheirtheater. As there are only five 
actors in Tokio who enjoy this privilege, it 
will be seen that it is a by no means common 
one. All these matters are regulated by the 
Actors’ guild, which, until a few years ago, 
is said to have been an exclusive affair. 
Among the middle class of actors there are 
frequently found men of considerable talent. 
In only rare instances, however, can they 
hope to become nadai upon their own merits. 
An actor without family antecendents can 
surmount these class barriers only by being 
adopted into some aristocratic family of 
Thespians. The “ supers” form the lowest 
class. The laws of their guild do not permit 
them to play at twe or more theaters on the 

stinguished associates. rl ind 

In Tokio a theatrical performance lasts 
about eight hours. In the country the con- 
firmed playgoer still insists upon getting all 
his money's worth, and grumbles If the per- 
formance takes less than fifteen hours. To 
go to the play, therefore, is really hard work. 
A whole day's performance, however, is rare- 
ly taken up by a single play. There are gen- 
erally parts of two or three different plays, 
run on the stage on the same day. The usual 
course pursued is to have first two historical 
plays. Then comes a domestic drama, which 
pictures the life of the common people, their 
quarrels, troubles, and tribulations. The 
whole concludes with a scene in which dan- 
cing forms the chief feature. In short, the 
taste of every one seems to be consulted. 

As a rule, Japanese women do not act on 
the stage with men. A brilliant exception to 
this rule was seen some little time ago when 
a company of Japanese actors and actreases 
played a successful season in London. In 
those Japanese theaters where women do 
not act the men play the women’s parts. 
Most Japanese actors have a habit of de- 
claiming on the stage in a voice of a peculiar 
register, which makes it easier for them to 
mimic @ woman's voice than if they talked 
naturally, and for that reason they frequent- 


ly show remarkable skill in impersonating 


women. The foreigner certainly has great 
difficulty in such cases to determine whether 
it is a man or a woman who is orming

HICAGO is but two weeks distant

Ternina will again be Tosca, Scotti 
again Scorpia, and De Marchi wil) be Cava- 
radossi, the role sung here last season by 
Cremonini. 

Wednesday afternoon will be devoted to

‘Interesting Condition. 


ting condition exists in the mar- 
in the central business dis- 
trict, which undoubtedly tends to check op- 
erations there. There is no lack of buyers. 
In fact, there are few brokers of prominence 
who have not frequent commissions from 
investors of large means to secure for them 
good down-town holdings. The trouble is to 
execute these commissions. In the first 
place there are exceedingly few first-class 
holdings that are on the market. For some 
years past there has been a steady acquire- 
ment of this class of property for purposes 
of permanent investment, until the process 
has taken all but a comparatively few hold- 
ings out of the market, for it is almost use- 
less to approach these holders with any prop- 
osition that a man of ordinary business pru- 
dence might make, even though he should 
somewhat. 
About the only way this property ever gets 
on the market is through partition sales in 
the settlement of estates. 
Sometimes it happens that a prospective 
investor, figuring on the basis of most ex- 
tensive improvements to be made by him, 
sees his way clear to offer a price so tempt- 
ing as to secure what he is after, but the 
general reply to the would-be purchaser is 
that the property is not for sale. The effect 
of this is, of course, to greatly restrict the 
field of operations. 


Another Class of Holders. 


There is another class of holders, a de- 

cided minority, however, who are always 
willing to sell if they can get thelr price. 
Their purchase was originally more of a 
speculative than investment character, and 
they are apt to let go where offered a hand- 
some advance over their original invest- 
ment. Frequently the earnings of the prop- 
erty have been sufficient to pay them a 
fair return in an interest way on their in- 
vestment. 

Just at present, however, this class of 
holders has exceedingly well developed 
ideas, not only as to the present but fu | 
ture values of their properties as well. In 
common with the great majority of real 
estate owners and brokers they are of the 
opinion that an era of decided prosperity 
is setting in for the real estate interests of 
Chicago, and, not being obliged to sell, they 
are Gisposed to hold on and reap this pros- 
pective harvest themselves. As a result, 
would-be buyers are apt to find themselves 
confronted with exceedingly steep proposi- 
tions, and there can be little doubt that 
this condition is operating to restrict opera- 


_ tons somewhat. 


Fine Showing Nevertheless. 


- When these drawbacks are considered the 
movement of business property during the 
nine weeks of the present year makes an ex- 
ceedingly good showing and seems to clearly 
promise for the year a large increase over 
1901, which made an excellent showing in 
this regard, far exceeding that of the pre- 
vious year. 

During 1901 the sales in the business dis- 
trict amounted to about $4,000,000, while for 
the nine weeks of the present year they 
amount to $2,576,000. If maintained at the 
same ratio during the remainder of the year 
they would approximate $15,000,000, and 
there is every reason to believe this sum will 
be exceeded. 

It is the general impression that the re- 
vival of Chicago realty has been practically 
confined to this central business preperty, 
but the total transfers for the nine weeks 
of the present year amount to $24,135,783, as 
compared with $17,601,925 for the same 
period in 1901. This is an increase of $6,533,- 
858, or 37 per cent, certainly a most encour- 
aging showing. That the market has not 
only increased in volume, but broadened as 
well, is shown conclusively by some of the 
transactions of the present year, notably 
the sale of the Drexel tract at Sixty-third 
street and Western avenue to a Milwaukee 
Syndicate for $250,000 cash, and the sale of 
ninety vacant lots in Wilmette belonging to 
the White estate for $100,000. 


Strong Feeling of Confidence. 


But more significant of the undeniably im- 
proved situation is the strong undertone of 
confidence felt by all experienced operators 
as to the future of the market. Until within 
the last few months this sentimient was 
monopolized by a comparatively few. The 
trend of events, however, has gradually 
convinced even the most conservative op- 
erators that greatly improved conditions 
Were developing, and that the future was 
bright with promise. As, confidence is the 
basis of al) business activity its presence in 


the realty market now is of most decided 
significance,

BUILDING IN THE BIG CITIES. 


February Record Shows Chicago with 
Largest Increase — New York 
Barely Ahead in Volume, 


Fleven of the largest municipalities in the 
United States display decided increases in 
their departments of buildings for February, 
1902, over the figures of the corresponding 
month of a yearago. Ten others show, how- 
ever, that the anticipated large operations 
have not yet fairly started, the result being 
that these cities are to be found in the loss 
column of the table below. 

During: last month the sum of $23,504,208 
was involved in erecting 8,862 structures. 
For the same period of 1901 the sum of §20,- 
544,142 was expended in constructing 8,761 
edifices—a gain of 101 permits and $3,050,156 
in their cost, ora total increase of 15 per cent. 

Statistics specially compiled for Construc- 
tion News show that in point of highest per- 
centage Chicago is far in advance of all 
cities, with 443 per cent to its credit, and 
Cleveland is the lowest of the municipalities 
in the gain column, with 13 per cent. 

During February permits were issued for 
the construction of buildings in Chicago in- 
volving a greater expenditure than for any 
month in the history of the city, with one 
exceptiom. Permits were granted for the 
erection of 806 buildings, fronting 10,820 feet, 
and involving a cost of $8,859,250, a gain over 
the corresponding month a year ago of 59 
buildings, 2,006 feet of frontage, and $6,820,- 
420 in cost. The only other month in the 
history of the city in which these totals were 
exceeded was in November, 1891, when per- 
mits were issued for 759 buildings, fronting 
18,421 feet, the cost of which was placed at 
$8,702,700. 

The excessive activity of that month bears 
a remarkable similarity to the movement 
which characterized the month just past, 
At that time the limitation of the height of 
construction was being agitated, and in that 
one month permits were taken out for the 
construction of five sixteen-story structures, 
calling for an expenditure of $38,100,000. 

Where it was estimated a month ago that 
the operations in Chicago for this year would 
approximate $25,000,000, indications are that 
they will exceed $60,000,000. 

This boom in constructional circles is not 
confined to Chicago. Reports from archi- 
tects say that the activity is not confined to 
any particular locality. Their estimates are 
borne out by the various building depart- 
ments, the chiefs of which are preparing for 
an unusually busy season.

‘ purchases of May ribs by packers were the 
feature of a somewhat narrow provision 
market, although the trade was in rather 
batter than ordinary volume. BDven on the 
buying referred to prices were not advanced 
over a scant 2%c. Brokers generally took 
the selling side on account of free expected 
receipts of hogs next week. These were put 
down at 190,000, with 47,000 for Monday. 
The day's local receipts were 27,000, with 
55,000 at Western packing points, as against 
48,000 the previous Saturday and 39,500 a 
year ago. Thecash product was in better de- 
mand, the entire market feeling the effect of 
this strength. Shipments of cured meats for 
the day were 1,404,000 Ibs, against 1,915,000 
a year ago, making 12,398,000 Ibs for the 
week, compared with 18,370,000 lbs a year 
ago. Lard shipments were 554,000 lbs, com- 
pared with 1,274,000 lbs a year ago. For the 
week this made 7,603,000 lbs of lard agairist 
10,482,000 lbs a year ago. 

About the only feature in rye was the fact 
that July climbed to %c premium over May, 
whereas heretofore the deferred delivery has 
been quoted nominally the May price to a 
shade discount.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 


Estimated receipts for Morflay are: 
Wheat, 35 cars; corn, 110 cars; oats, 100 cars; 
hogs, 47,000, and for the week 190,000 hogs. 

Receipts of wheat at Minneapolis and 
Duluth for the week were 2,017 cars, com- 
pared with 1,710 cars the previous week and 
2,288 cars the corresponding week last year. 

English farmers’ deliveries of wheat 
brought a slightly higher average price com- 
pared with the preceding week, 82c to 81%c. 
Kansas City wired Ware-Leland: ‘ First 
day on the crop receipts have been too 
small for current demand. Dealers had to 
take corn out of store to supply their cus- 
tomers.”’ 

Pfarrius wired Bartlett-Frazier: ‘' Looks 
to us like long wheat market here. We re- 
ceived documents for three loads of No. 2 
hard Hamburg which went through five ex- 
porters’ hands, showing that fifteen loads 
previously reported for export were settled 
by only three loads actually shipped.’’ 
Broomhall estimated world’s shipments of 
wheat for this week to Europe at 6,000,000 
bu, with not much change probable in the 
amount on ocean passage. 

A. J. White says of the wheat crop out- 
look: ‘* In another two or three weeks spring 
seeding will be under way in the Northwest. 
Owing to the large immigration into the 
Dakotas and Canada in the last year an in- 
creased acreage is almost certain. There is 
the possibility of fully 50,000,000 acres being 
sown in the United States to winter and 
spring wheat this year. A full yield on this 
would mean almost 900,000,000 bu, but asa 
perfect crop has never yet been harvested 
these figures will not be realized. Neverthe- 
less, the above acreage will permit of con- 


siderable damage ané stil! produce as large a 
crop as that of 1901." 

The joy with which rain is welcomed fn a 
drought-stricken district is shown with 
some vividness in the following in the 
Oklahoma State Capital, from Wulhall, Ok. 
T., under date of March 11: °“‘ The glorious 
rain began falling at an early hour this 
morning and still continues with little letup. 
It is sure a godsend to the farmers. Much 
of the wheat, it is true, is greatly damaged, 
but there will be an abundant crop yet 
Wells and cisterns about town which have 
been dry for months are filling rapidly, and 
everybody is in excellent spirits.” 

A bill was filed in the United States Dis- 
trict Court at Springfield yesterday on behalf 
of the Board of Trade to enjoin some twen- 
ty-eight firms and forty-seven individuals 
in the southern district of Illinois from 
using the board’s quotations. They are all 
on the wires of the large bucket-shops at 
Hammond, Ind., St. Louis, Mo., and Cincin- 
nati, O. The bucket-shops in the northern 
district of Illinois have been effectually 
stopped from using the quotations, and the 
board now proposes to shut up those in the 
south. A hearing on the bill has been set 
for April 4 before Judge Humphrey. 

Primary receipts of wheat for the week 
were 2,616,500 bu, against 2,630,300 bu the 
previous week, and 3,231,400 bu a year ago. 
Of corn, the weekly receipts at primary 
points were 1,657,200 bu, against 2,061,600 bu 
the previous week, and 3,648,200 bu a year 
ago.

“It brought from me the natural response 
of a broken-hearted woman—tears. Blessed 
be those who help not only those who have 
physical need, but bless many times more 
those who alleviate moral suffering.”’ 


Wife’s Cruel Fate. 


For mental ahd moral sufferings have been 
the share of Mrs. Nadine Turchin since the 
death of her husband. That the technicali- 
ties of the pension office of a great govern- 
ment have presumed to cast doubt on her 


relations to a life companion has wounded _. 


her sorely. With a spot reserved at the side 
of her dead where she, too, shall sleep, and 
with a blank bit of marble upon which the 
last record of ‘‘ Nadine, his wife’’ one day 
will be chisejJed, it has been a cruel fortune 
which would leave her dishonored because 
the records of a marriage in far off Russia 
nearly half a century ago are not to be sub- 
mitted in evidence. 
But here and there through her years of 
poverty and sorrow she has received the 
balm which personal friendships have 
brought, and not the least of these was a 
letter received by her the other day in her 
poor home at Radom, I!l.—a letter written 
by Silas Howe of Chicago, paying tribute to 


closing, as many others have done, the 
gratuity which only a friend dares give toa 


friend. The letter reads: 


“My Dear Mrs. Turchin: After seeing 


. your name mentioned in a newspaper yes- 


terday it takes my memory back to near 
forty years ago, when I was a younger man

eenth Kentucky Infantry, one of the regi- 
ments forming the brigade of which your 
beloved husband—General Turchin, an officer 
we all loved—was commander. It also re- 
calls to memory the ‘Genheral’s wife,’ pa- 
tient and tireless, riding along, horseback, 
with the column of soldiers, accompanied 


by her orderly, ‘ Little Jimmie’ of Company 


A, Eighteenth Kentucky, through rain or 
sunshine or dust and smoke of battle, over 
mountains or through the woods of Ten- 
hessee and Georgia, during the memorakle 
campaign of Tulahoma, Chickamauga, and 
Chattanooga, speaking a kind word of en- 
couragement now and then to a tired and 
weary soldier, cheering him up to renewed 


exertions in his weary march. Verily we 


had brave women in those days as well as 
brave men. 
“Now that we are older I often live the 
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old times over again and think of those that 
were with us and have passed over the river. 
And now, my dear Mrs. Turchin, I hope I 
may some day get to Radom and have the 
pleasure of seeing and talking with you, as 
nothing gives me greater pleasure than ‘to 
meet an ‘ old comrade,’ and such I consider 
you.

In Pathetic Poverty. 


This was the letter, opened the other day 
in a poor cottage in Radom, Ill. A gentle, 
patient, white-haired woman opened it. 
There are two rooms in the cottage, neither 
of which has a carpet. There is some fine 
old furniture, badly worn, but the index of 
gentility. Outside, there are some pigs and 
a cow. There is a bell outside, by means 
of which she can summon some. one if she 
should be in need of help. Otherwise, she is 
alone, saying nothing of her needs, saying 
nothing of the adopted country which indi- 


rectly seems to have foréed her there after” 


all the efforts of her husband and herself in 
its behalf. 

The portrait of Mrs. Turchin, printed on 
this page, was made from the first and only 
photograph which she has ever had taken. 
The picture was made especially for THE 
TRIBUNE by a young Centralia photogra- 
pher named Richards, who was induced by 
the Centralia correspondént of THE TRIBUNE 
to make an especial effort to get her picture. 

Richards got M. D. Pawlowski, the IIli- 


nols Central agent at Radom, to go with him 


to Mrs. Turchin’s house as interpreter. A 
mile and a half from Radom the pair ar- 
rived at the widow's house. On seeing it 
Richards thought it was a barn, and was 
much astonished when his companion 


knocked to hear a small female voice an- 


swer. .Pawlowski was forced to give his 
name before she would open the door so 
much as a crack. Then she let him in, be- 
cause he is her conservator. He is the only 


living person whom she will admit, however. . 


Pawlowski took his young friend Richards 
in with him, much to the old lady’s disgust, 
and they saw a little, dark, dirty room, filled 
with boxes of dusty books, a bed, a lounge, 
and a table, all also covered with dusty 
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books, Mrs. Turchin had to look through a 
great number of the books before she finally 
brought to light a picture of the General. 

Mrs, Turchin is 76 years old and has many 
peculiarities. She dresses roughly, wearing 
men’s trousers under her skirts. When she 
Was asked to have her picture taken she 
flatly refused. After much argument in 
Polish between her and Pawlowski she con- 
sented on the grounds that her old friends, 
the seidiers, would like to have a picture of 
her ‘printed. ; 

Her house is built of up and down boards, 
with batten strips, and has a lean-to. Mrs. 


~-Turchin lives in the two-front rooms and 


keeps her cow and pigs in the lean-to. 

The story goes back helf a century and half 
around the world. pots 

John B. Turchin was born in Russia. He 
was of a favored class, was well educated, 
passed to the military schools, and was 
graduated as an engineer. In the Crimean 
wer he won a Colonelcy and high honors. In 
1856 he was given a year’s leave of absence 
and came to the United States with a young 
wife. Mme. .Turehin was the daughter of an 
aristocratic family and had been well edu- 
cated. The two young people liked the 
United States arid concluded to remain here. 
Colonel Turchin .attempted to resign his 
position in the Russian army, but in reply 
received notice that he had been declared 
absent without leave, and that the estates 
and records of himself and wife had been 
confiscated by the government. 

At the breaking out of the civil war, the 
Russian Colonel was an engineer in charge 
of construction of the Illinois Central rail- 
road. The construction gangs were at Mat- 
toon when Lincoln’s first call for troops 
echoed through the country. Turchin re- 
signed his position with the railroad com- 
pany and enlisted for service with the II- 
linois Volunteers. He was commissioned 
Colonel of the Nineteenth Illinois Regiment, 
and he and his men, having only muskets for 
armament, were detailed to guard duty at 
Palmyra, Mo. 

Here Turchin clashed with the War de- 
partment. He levied on the country around 
him for supplies, taking rations, horses, and 
equipment, and issuing vouchers. His regi- 
ment broke up the confederate enlistments, 
but General Pope preferred charges against 


Colonel Turchin. General Fremont talked 
with Colonel Turchin and tore up General 
Pope's charges. 

Mrs. Turchin was with her husband. She 
went with him t6 Pilot Knob, Mo., then 
into Kentucky, and she had started with the 
regiment for Washington when the train 
went through a bridge that had been 
wrecked near Vincennes on Sept. 17, 1861. 
Twenty-seven men were killed and 106 were 
injured in this acident, and as the good angel 
of the calamity, Mrs. Turchin tore up all 
but the dress she wore making bandages for 
the wounded. 

Instead of going to Washington the regi- 
ment went to Elizabethtown, Ky., and Gen- 
eral Buell made Colonel Turchin the chief 
officer to General Mitchell. Turchin cap- 
tured Bowling Green and planned and car- 
ried out the raid, capturing the Memphis and 
Charleston railroad from Decatur to Bridge- 
port. 

As a Brigadier General under Buell, 
Turchin’s troops had poor rations and were 
ordered to forage. Buell had Turchin and 
hia Colonels court-martialed, and while the 
trial was pending Genera! Turchin, at Hunts- 
ville, received a telegram from Mr. Watson, 
Assistant Secretary of War: 

“We are adivised that General Buell, in- 
stead of guarding his communications, is 
court-martialing good, loyal officers, and I 
thought it unedvisable to send a Brigadier 
General’s commission to Huntsville, but have 
sent it to Chicago.’’ 

After General Turchin’s death this tele- 
gram was found among his effects. But on 
Aug. 19, 1862, he was “dishonorably dis- 


charged.”” His commission as Brigadier Gen- . 


eral had taken effect on July 17, 1862, but 
acceptance was not filed until Sept. 1, 1862. 
Coming North, Chicago gave the cashiered 
soldier a demonstration, and afterward 
Turchin served with Rosecrans and Gar- 
field, organizing military divisions and fight- 
ing at Chattanooga, Chickamauga, Mis- 
sionary Ridge, and in nearly every battle 
of the Atlanta campaign. Finally, just be- 
fore the close of the war, he had to leave 
the army on account of illness. 

For a while he and his wife lived in Ken- 
wood. He was immigration agent for the 
Illinois Central railway, and as such one of 
his greatest efforts was in founding a colony 
of Polanders at Radom, Ill. Soon afterward 


the and his aged wife were in actual want. 


ihe moved to Radom, and several years ago 


Refused a Pension. 


In their distress, the General applied for a 
pension, but the “‘ dishonorable discharge "’ 
of the department stood against him. Final- 
ly Senator J. B. Foraker, who was in Gen- 
eral Turchin’s brigade. took: up the pension 
matter, and by special act the pension was 
granted in January, 1901. Before this aid 
came the old man had been forced to earn 
a living by playing the violin in public. On 
April 9, 1901, however, he was adjudged in- 
sane, and on June 18 he died. The Grand 
Army post at Nashville, Ill., had charge 
of the funeral, and southern Illinois com- 
rades, with the Nineteenth Illinois club of 
Chicago, raised money for the burial. 

Widowed and in need, Mrs. Turchin spent 
her last money to prove her love and loyalty 
to the memory of her husband. Then J. L. 
Davenport, Acting Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, refused to pay the General’s pension 
to Mrs. Turchin because proofs of their mar- 
riage could not be produced. It was through 
Colonel L. Krughoff of Nashville, Ill., that 
this money finally was drawn from the 
Pension department, and when application 
was made for a pension for the widow, the 
dishonorable discharge" again was in the 
way. Under date of Aug. 28, 1901, H. Clay 
Evans, Commissioner of Pensions, wrote to 
Mrs. Turchin: 

“ Yéur above cited claim for pension under 
the date of June 27, 1900, is rejected on the 
ground of no title, the soldier not having re- 
ceived an honorable discharge from all en- 
listments for service during the war of the 
rebellion.” 

Grand Army men took up the cause of the 
widow and when the corrected record, done 
by act of Congress, was forced upon fhe at- 
tention of. the Pension bureau, the depart- 
ment asked for proof of marriage to General 
Turchin. Mr. Turchin, old and troubled, had 
forgotten dates. Affidavits of soldiers 
would not do. Russian records had been de- 
stroyed. Witnesses to the ceremony were 
scattered or dead. 


Senator Foraker’s Evidence. 


The department had won when Senator 
Foraker, after writing a letter inclosing $100 
to Mrs. Turchin, wrote a letter to the Com- 
missioner of Pensions: 

“Dear Sir: I herewith inclose a com- 
munication addressed to me by a number of 


citizens of the State of Tilinois, among them 


‘the Hon. John C. Black, in behalf of a pea 


sion for the widow of the late General Johal 
B. Turchin. I served in General Turchin’s 
brigade. He was pensioned shortly before 
his death by special act of Congress, which 
I introduced. All the matters referred to In 
this letter were gone over in connection with 
that legislation. The Congress by favore 
able action passed judgment that should be 
conclusive and binding. Mrs. Turchin, the 
present applicant, accompanied General 
Turchin on his campaign. I knew her ashis 
wife, and every man who belonged to hig 
brigade admired her as much as they ad- 
mired the General. She was with him con- 
stantly in the field, shared with him all the 
privations of the camp and all the dangers of 
the battle. She ought to have a pension 
for her personal services, but surely there 
ought not to be any question about granting 
her a pension as the widow of General 
Turchin. I account it a shameful disgrace 
that this poor eld woman, the widow of such 
a gallant and heroic soldier as was General 
Turchin, should be allowed through technical 
quibbling and higgling to suffer on, day after 
day, at the point of starvation. I know your 
personal attention cannot have been calle@ 
to this case, otherwise such an abominable 
ruling would not have been made. I do nog 
hesitate to ask your special and immediate 
attention to this. For years, while the Pen 
sion bureau was higgling around about @ 
pension for General Turchin I assisted him 
from time to time out of my own funda, 
Finally, the government came to his rescue, 
and, now that he is dead and gone, please 
let the government do its duty and at once, 
before it is forever too late, to the noble 
woman who has survived him. It will be ime 
possible to get affidavits of persons wha 
witnessed the marriage, but if you want affle 
davits that she was the wife of General 
Turchin, and has been his faithful and de« 
voted helpmate through all the forty years 
since the war commenced, they can be fur- 
nished by the hundred. Please consider all 
this as sworn to if that will do any good. . 

“Very truly yours, J. B. FoRAKER.” | 

Senator Foraker and Senator Mason havd 
put a bill through the Senate, allowing Mra, 
Turchin $50 a month. Congressman Kern ig 
confident that a similar bill will pass the 
House. But is it likely to be after the little 
cottage at Radom is deserted; after the gen« 
tle, patient face has gone from its windowsg 
and after some friend has paid for cutting a 
last date in the marble slab in the Mound 
City Cemetery?

“One thing above all others in this age of 
activity marks the change fr past meth- 
ods.

Most middle-aged men are 
familiar with the old Third Reader story of 
the archery contest, where the final test 
came ‘between the careless boy, who was 
rather a better marksman than the careful 
one. The careless boy had made a final score 
that was going to be hard to beat. As the 
careful boy stepped to the line and pulled 
the arrow to its head, his bowstring snapped. 
According to the rules, no one could give him 
another and the careless boy was jubilant 


until the careful boy, reaching down into his 


pocket, brought out a piece of whipcord, 
which he had saved from a package a few 
days before, and with which he finally won 
thé contest. 


Can’t Afford. Economies. 


*‘ ‘This was the old story. There is a newer 
one, characteristic of the present. In this 
one a man advertises for an office boy. His 
choice finally rests between two bright 
youngsters and as the supreme test he asks 
that they open some packages lying on & 
table. This is easy for Charlie. Charlie takes 
up a package, unties four hard knots, un- 
winds the string, rolis it up around his 
fingers, ties it into a loop, and lays the string 
in a safe place. Then, unwrapping the pack- 
age, he folds the paper up neatly and leys 


it on-a shelf. But by that time Willie, with 
his pocket knife, has slashed the strings

CHICAGO man, after years of study 
and experimenting, has come to the 
conclusion that the north pole is not 
so hard to reach after all and that he 
can accomplish the journey that has 

resulted disastrously to so many adventur- 


ous explorers with comparative ease. He is 


Bo confident that he can reach the extremity 
of the frozen regions and return in safety 
that he says he will head an expedition that 
will leave Chicago some time during the com- 
ing summer, probably late in July. He ex- 

ts to be able to rescue Major Andree, the 
onan egian arctic explorer, and return with 
him in triumph. 

The party will be composed of ten men 
and the principals will be Patrick Eneas Mc- 
Donnell of Chicago and Sergeant Julius R. 
Frederick of Indianapolis. They will go as 
Major Andree, the Norwegian aeronaut, went 
in a balloon, but the balloon that will con- 
vey the adventurous explorers and their crew 
to the Polar regions will be built on an entire- 
ly different principle. It will be practically 
an airship. Mr. McDonnell is the inventor 
of the ship and he is convinced that he has 
solved the question of aerial navigation. So 
sure is he of the success of his years of labor 
that he is arranging details for the expedi- 
tion, even before the intricate parts of his 
great air vessel have been assembled. 


Claims Speed of Mile a Minute. 


In a Httle building adjoining his residence 
at 8500 South Kedzie avenue, McDonnell, 
who is an engineer, is putting the finishing 
touches on the great ship which he insists 
will plow through space at a speed of sixty 
miles an hour. It will be no little toy balloon, 
he declares, capable‘of bearing the weight 
of but one man, but will bea great, powerful 
machine equal to a burden of more than ten 
tons and able to defy any air currents with 
which it may come in contact. 

McDonnell hag been working out his ideas 
of aerial navigation since 1872. All of this 
time his mind has been centered upon dif- 
ferent ideas and models for airships. As 
long ago as 1893 he came to the conclusion 
that he had solved the problem and had his 
inventions patented. Since that time he has 
been perfeeting his models, until now he 
@nnounces that everything is ready and 
ali that ‘remains to be done before his big 
ghip will sail off into space isto put the parts 
together and turn on the power. 


Expects to Start in July. 

McDonnell is confident that everything 
will be ready for his north pole expedition 
by July, and a week after he cuts loose from 
Chicago soil he expects to be cruising over 
the frozen regions of the Arctic circle. His 
airship when completed will measure 450 
feet in léngth and 55in diameter. The frame- 
work will be composed of tubular bridges, 
having metai cones at each end, and the 
whole incased in a gas tight incasement, 
sufficiently rigid to resist the pressure of 
air even when going at a speed of 100 miles 
an hour. The vessel will be propelled by 
means of motors working immense fans, by 
which the locomotive force will be produced. 
A hydrogen gas producer will be carried to

replenish its buoyancy power as it becomes 
exhausted. 

The average speed of the machine fn calm 
will be sixty miles an hour, and it will be so 
constructed that any elevation can be taken 
when it is desired to utilize air currents mov- 
ing in the same direction. The large fans 
protruding from the ship will strike the air 
at any angle desired. 


To Start from Spitzbergen. 


Spitzbergen will be the objective point of 
the explorers when they start from Chicago, 
and from that place McDonnell believes he 
can reach the north pole and return with- 
out consuming more than two days. The 
distance is 800 miles. 

“I do not expect to have any difficulty 
whatever in reaching Spitzbergen,’’ he says. 
“If my ship won't carry the party there 
without a hitch and keep up the pace clear 
to the north pole it isn’t worth fooling with. 
It will be no toy, but will be capable of 
carrying ten dkd a half tons in addition to 
its own weight.’’ 

The base of supplies will be established 
at Spitzbergen,and so confident is McDon- 
nell of the success of his venture that he 
has arranged to make two or three little 
jaunts to that point before commencing the 
real journey, merely to get his .powerful 
machine in good working order for the north- 
ern expedition. The expedition will cost 
about $50,000 and McDonnell says this sum 
has practically been subscribed. Several 
Chicago men will accompany him, but he is 
not yet ready to disclose their names. In 
addition to exploring the north pole regions 
McDonnell says he will rescue Andree, whom 
he believes is safe in spite of rumors to the 
contrary. 


__ Not Deterred by Andree’s Fate. 


“The airship,’”” McDonnell asserts, will 
not be subject to the will of the great air 
currents that circle about in the neighbor- 
hood of the pole. It is so equipped as to 
overcome such negative circumstances, 
whereas Andree’s balloon was powerless in 
this grasp. Andree with his never scien- 
tifically constructed balloon has been able 
to reach the pole, in fact, is there now, but 
he cannot return because of one of several 
logical reasons. In the first place, if the 
theory be correct that an open sea exists 
about the pole, necessarily the air must be 
warmer. This would cause to exist a per- 
petual air current moving constantly to- 
ward this sea, returning only at a tremend- 
ously high altitude. This altitude Andree’s 
balloon would not reach and the intrepid 
explorer is held prisoner. 

“ On the other hand, if there should be only 
frozen surface in the neighborhood of the 
pole there would exist a current of air mov- 
ing spirally about the pole as a fixed point. 
This, for the same reason as the other, would 
hold him captive. 

“As for myself, I entertain the theory 
that the surface of the earth, as the com- 
posing matter became more solidified and 
heavy, and the earth began to rotate on its 
axis, the centrifugal force threw the heavy 
particles from the center out to where they 


met and, equaled by the centripetal force, 
produced by the sun’s rotation. These two 
forces solidified certain molecular masses of 
the earth’s composition in the form of a 
globular shell.’”’ 


Theory of Aurora Borealis. 


The inventor declares that the shell thus 
formed has within its surface an atmosphere 
similar in depth and density to that which 
surrounds its outer crust. Such a globular 
shell, he goes on, rotating on an axial line 
at the enormous speed at which the earth 
revolves, would be a much closer counter- 
part of a dynamo than a solid ball, and would 
have a more dynamic reason to create an 
electric current, the presence of which no 
one disputes, than even though its center 
were a highly heated mass. Thus is the 
aurora borealis formed. 

Sergeant Julius R. Frederick, who is to 
accompany the Chicago man on his north 
pole expedition, has had experience in this 
line of adventure, and it is for this rea- 
son that he is to be the chief ally of Mc- 
Donnell. Frederick, who now lives in In- 
dianapolis, was a member of the disastrous 
Greely polar expedition which eighteen 
years ago came to a fatal ending on the wind- 
swept pinnacle of Cape Sabine. It was his 
story, told for the first time recently, of 
the perilous trip and his narrow escape 
from death, from starvation and exposure 
on the bleak rocks where the death camp 
was pitched that attracted the attention 
of McDonnell. Another incident of the nar- 
rative that brought the two men together 
was Frederick’s assertion that the far North 
is a country of strange surprises and nega- 
tive conditions, and thdt the region in the 

vicinity of the pole is covered with vegeta- 
tion and doubtless inhabited. This or 
is advanced by McDonnell. 


Says It’s Pleasant at Pole. 


In telling the story of the Greely expedi- 
tion Sergeant Frederick related how, on the 
farthest north race with Sergeant Brainard 
and Lieutenant Long, when the remotest 
point was reached the thermometer regis- 
tered a temperature 6° warmer than it had 
been where the three men had parted with 
their companions 200 milestothesouth. He 
described how he had observed animals mi- 
grating northward as winter set in and 
southward as spring began, thus reversing 
conditions found in the temperate zone. He 
declared also tpat he, with his two compan- 
ions, saw far to the north of them, through 
the powerful glass they carried, a land that 
was covered with vegetation. 

Months afterward, when the men lay in 
the camp at Cape Sabine, dying of starva- 
tion, Long, Brainard, and Frederick begged 
Lieutenant Greely to ‘order a retreat toward 
the north, not from it, so confident were they 
that beyond the ice fields that stretched away 
as far as the eye could see lay a land where 
food would appear in abundance in the pe 
of wild game. Finally, Frederick. related, 
the commandant of the starving men as- 
sented, but then the word was given too late; 
the men, overcome by weakness and disease, 
could not proceed a thousand yards on the 
way. 


Long Guerrilla War in aectreite. 


Bandits 


OTHING is more comforting to Eng- 
land at present than the account of 
some protracted guerrilla war which 
was eventually quelled. Englishmen 
contend they are doing as well as 

anybody could do with the south African 

war, and to prove their case they have been 
delving into history for cases similar to 
their own, when a few men have stood off 
many years when the fighting took place in 

a wild and broken country. Of all the cases 

‘which have been dug up during the last year 

by the English newspapers, none is more ex- 
traordinary than that of the Kelly gang in 

Australia. 

The Kelly gang consisted of less than a 
dozen men, but it managed to keep a large 
part of two Australian colonies—Victoria 
and New South Wales—in a state of such 
outlawry as might, not unreasonably, be dig- 
nified. with the name of guerrilla warfare, 
during the years 1879 and 1880. 

The leaders of the gang were the three 
Kelly brothers, the sons of a convict who 


had served his fifteen years in Tasmania for 


the crime of murder. 
Began as Horse Thieves. 


His sons grew up to crime, beginning as 
horse thieves. They knew horses perfectly, 
and only stole the best, so that finally their 
buyers knew that a horse bought of a Kelly 
was sure to be a good one, and that it could 
be bought for cash at a big discount off its 
value. In this way half the horse dealers 
of upper Victoria became “ fences” for the 
Kelly gang, and horses stolen by the Kellys 
were exported extensively to India for the 
English cavalry regiments stationed there. 

Finally the gang got reckless enough to 
steal colts and brood mares from the thor- 
oughbred stud farms. That was too muci 
for the Australians. Horse racing on the 
island continent is looked upon with even 
more reverence than in the mother isle, 
where the House of Commons adjourns to go 


to the Derby. An organized chase after the . 


Kellys, which was really meant to catch 
them, was begun. re 

Their hut was surrounded, and Ned Kelly, 
the oldest, was captured by two constables, 
who had got the drop on him, without resist- 
ance. He held them as long as possible in 
his hut, in the hope that his mother and two 
brothers, who had gone to the nearest town 
(twelve miles away) in the morning to get 
gome salt and pepper, would return.

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Quest for Great Siberian 
Dr. Herz’s Story of His Successful Search for Monster. 


Mammoth. 


The Mammoth in the Chicago Academy of Sciences. 


One of the most difficult scientific quests of the generation is that of Professor Otto Herz, custodian of the Zoological Museum of St. Petersburg, who has found 
probably the largest known mammoth, and parts of the flesh remain on the bone. The mammoth is now on its way to 8t. Petersburg, traveling the first part of its 
ourney on 100 pack sleighs, A translation of Dr. Herz’s own aecount of his discovery is given below: 


HE mammoth Is started on the road to 
St. Petersburg on a hundred pack 
sledges, myself bringing up the rear, 
and a troop of Cossacks escorting the 
caravan to keep off thieving natives 
and four-legged marauders, who may want 
to feast on ourselves or draft animals. The 
people hereabouts and along the road until 
we reach civilized climes cannot be per- 
suaded that we simply carry bones and skin 
and flesh; they think our vehicles loaded 
down with tons of fossil ivory of thefinest 
quality, for if it wasn’t for that why should 
a *‘ Gubernator’’ (Governor) come all the 
way from St. Petersburg to dig up the 
treasure? 

When news reached St. Petersburg that 
the mammoth had been discovered by some 
natives I was at once dispatched to the scene 
of the discovery, which is 67.32 north lat- 
itude, 151.33 east longitude, three days’ con- 
tinuous travel to the south from the right 
embankment of Kolymka River. From 
Sredni Kolymsk we set out in boats, going 
100 English miles down river until Fisher- 
men’s Summer Huts, noted on the maps as 
Myssowaja, was reached. At that point we 
entered virgin forest, that knows neither 
path nor road, and after crossing it turned 
south again until the Ssiwer River was in 
sight. From there we got to the mammoth 
grave after covering another thirty miles. 


Located by the Nose. 


On arriving in the vicinity of the mammoth, 
we were at a loss to proceed farther, for the 
maps of the district are not detailed, and we 
found ourselves in the midst of a vast num- 
ber of exactly similar ice mounds. « Finally, 
however, my nostrils detected a strange odor, 
and it occurred to me that it might be the 
flesh of the mouster which had become un- 
eovered and was decomposing. By dint of 
Walking in that direction whence the smell 
seemed to come, I finally located the grave. 
In my excitement I ran the last mile of the 
Way against the fast increasing stench. 

At the grave T found a faithful Cossack, 
Who for fifty days had stood guard over the 
carcass, at the command of his superior offi- 
cer.

moth could live in prehistoric Siberia, Eu- 
rope, and Northern America. The food in 
the. stomach .,/l1 settle the question once 
and for all. It is considerable in quantity 
and more is found on the tongue and be- 
tween the teeth. 

I found leaves aml grass between the 
teeth that looked like newhy plucked. No 
party of Eskimos opening the stomach of 
a reindeer to obtain the much coveted vege- 
table food and finding it well filled could be 
more pleasantly surprised than I was by 
my unforeseen botanical discovery. Yes, the 
mammoth lived here as well as in Alaska. 
in Europe, and in northern India, ranging 
from London eastward to New York and 
around the world, from the Alps to the Arc- 
tic Ocean, and fed on the branches of trees 
and other vegetable matter. He lived and 
died there and did his own bone scattering 
{in Europe and America, he scattered them 
everywhere except in Scandinavia, which, 
at the time of his existence, was probably 
an iceberg. 


Killed by Accident. 


I repeat, there was no suggestion of a 
deluge; my mammoth undoubtedly died dur- 
ing the pleasant occupation of feeding.

This happened in the late fall, or at the be- 
ginning of winter, to judge by the vegetable 
matter found in the stomach; at any rate 
shortly afterwards the grave became flood- 
ed, ice following. This completed the cold 
storage, still further augmented by vast 
accumulations of soil all around—a shell of 
ice, hundreds of feet thick, inclosed by yards 
upon yards of soil that remained frozen for 
the greater part of the year. Thus the enor- 
mous carcass was preserved for how long no 
one knows, through hundreds of centuries

There is now for sale, according to circu- 
lars received*by wealthy Chicagoans, in on2 
of the best parts of Paris a residence upon 
‘which great care and much money have been 
expended. It is known as No. 25 Avenue des 
Champs Elysées. The avenue upon which 
the house is situated is known as the most 
fashionable avenue not only in Paris but in 
the entire civilized world. It is traversed on 
bright summer afternoons by the celebrities 
of royalty, the diplomatic world, and the 
stage. The moving panorama offered from 
the portico of the house is in itself an in- 
valuable asset. 

The house was built in 1864 by the Mar- 
chioness of Paiva in celebration of her mar- 
riage to the Earl Henckel of Donnersmarck. 
Her purpose at the time was to make her 
establishment one of the notable ones of the 
second empire, and there is evidence on 
every hand to show that she succeeded in her 
object. 


‘Details All Artistic. 


The mass of detail in the house was all 
calculated with a view to giving it the stamp 
of individuality from the doorknobs and 
hinges to the ceilings and chimneys. Each 
piece of work in the establishment bears a 
distinctive artist stamp of its own. ~ 

The grand drawing-room contains a verit- 
able museum of art treasures. The ceiling 
is tapestried and is made up of coverings 
by Baudry representing “ Night,’’. Bath- 
ing,”’ Luncheon,’ “The Ambush,”’ and 
Psyche Awakening Cupid.” 

The. drawing-room also contains four his- 
torical paintings by Boulanger, Comte, De- 
launay, and Levy, representing Catherine I. 
of Russia, Mme. de Maintenon, Diane de 
Poitiers, and Anthony and Cleopatra.

It is the intention to build and equip the 
workshop at the earliest possible moment, as 
the work to be accomplished is of such a 
nature that it can be begun at once in con- 
nection with and as auxiliary to the work 
of the Jewish Training School. This school, 
which is at the corner of Twelfth place and 
Jefferson street, in the heart of the Chicago 
Ghetto, is a non-sectarian school, which 
has been so efficient and fortunate in its 
work and in the results it has secured with 
the material at hand that it is considered 
probable that more than one purpose would 
be accomplished by the location of the guild 
shop upon its premises and under its super- 
vision. Many of the boys coming to this 
school were found to be so poor that they 
were forced to leave the institution after a 
short period, in order to go to work. In 
order to keep these boys, Mr. Bamberger hit 
upon the scheme of establishing a small 
workshop in which marketable wares could 
be made, and in which the boys could earn 
after school hours the money needed to keep 
them in school. The boys took up the 
work with enthusiasm, became self-support+ 
ing, and continued in school without charity, 
and at the same time laid the foundation 
for learning a uséful craft. 

The proposed workshop will be organized 
en the guild principle and will effer an op- 
portunity for the most talented boys of the 
school to become craftsmen. Beyond this 
there will be only nominal connection with 
the school. Probably the first work under- 
taken in such a shop would be the manu- 


facture of furniture and general cabinet 
work. For the higher grades of cabinet 
work, requiring artistic designs and taste- 
ful execution, there is a steady and growing 
demand. The main purpose of the entire 
industrial art movement is to awaken both 
producer and consumer to the reality of 
esthetic values.. This must necessarily begin 
with the craftsman, and that the consumer 
is quick to follow is shown by the gratifying 
results already accomplished by the Rook- 
wood, Longwood, and Laporte shops. 

In order to arouse interest in the move- 
ment im the South the league will send Miss 
Springer to the coming meeting of the Flor- 
ida Chautauqua at De Funiak Springs, Flor- 
ida, where she will try to establish a work- 
ing center for the South. Miss Springer has 
recently given a great impetus to the work 
of the league by giving a block of land upon 
which it is hoped the main workshop of the 
Chicago guild may be established. 

In addition to the speakers announced for 
the mass-meeting of Wednesday, Messrs. 
James H. Eckels, Newton A. Pardridge, 
Herbert 8. Stone, Honoré Palmer, and Ham- 
lin Garland are officially interested as 
trustees in the success of the proposed guild 
shop, which will’ be the first practical experi- 
ment in Chicago in the theories of Ruskin’ 
and William Morris.

EER is so powerful a factor in Euro- 
pean politics, and contributes so 
largely ‘not only to the revenues of 
the nation but likewise to the re- 
sources of a number of the reigning 

houses ofthe old world, that Edward VIL. 
was well advised in virtually inaugurating 
the series of his visit as King to the country 
seats of his most influential nobles by stay- 
ing at Rangemore Hall with Lord Burton, 


ing of ale. 

Of course his action in the matter has led 
to a great outcry on the part of the Salvation 
Army and of the various temperance soci- 
eties, who are especially indignant that while 
inspecting the brewery he should by the turn- 
irig of a lever have set in hand the making 
of the “‘ King’s brew,’ which will fill 40,000 
barrels, and of which not a drop is to be 
drunk, or even disposed of, until twenty 
years. have passed. But the King, although 
keenly sensitive to public criticism, as he 
showed in his letter to the late Archbishop 
of Canterbury on the subject of gambling, 
turned a deaf ear to all objections, just as he 
did some twenty-five years ago, when, as 
Prince of Wales, he presided at a banquet 
in honor of the jubilee festival of the Li- 
censed Victualers’ Asylum=the If{censed 
victualers constituting in: Great Britain the 
same species of organization as the licensed 
liquor dealers’ associations do in this coun- 
try. 

On that occasion over 200 petitions from 
temperance societies all over the kingdom 
were presented to him, begging him not to 
appear at the banquet. But he did so, and 
was supported by three Cabinet Ministers, 
an Archbishop, and half a dozen Bishops. 

No one has done more to promote in Eng- 
land the cause, not of total abstinence but 
of temperance, than King Edward. Through- 
out the early part of last century and until 
he became the virtual chief of English so- 
ciety on his marriage in 1863, hard drinking 
was fashionable, and the expression as 
“drunk as a lord” is no mere figure of 
speech. Thanks to him, drunkenness is no 
longer fashionable nor tolerated by society, 
and not even King Edward’s worst calumnia- 
tors have ever ventured to insinuate that he 
had ever been seen in what is popularly 
known as “ the worse for wear.”’ 

Unlike other peers of new creation, and 
especially of the so-called ‘“‘ Beerage,’’ Lord 
Burton has been content to be ancestored 
by the true founder of his house, who started 
life as a humble carrier at the cloge of the 
eighteenth century, instead of applying to 
the Herald’s College in London for the dis- 
covery of mythical Norman and crusader 
forbears. In fact, he even made fun of the 
heraldic device which he was compelled to 
assume on being raised to a seat in the 
House of Lords, and selected as his motto 
a punning allusion to the name of his firm. 

The founder of the family, as above stated, 
was originally a carrier in a small way, and 
carted barrels from a small local brewery in 
Burton. He thought there seemed to be 
meney in beer, and so he began to brew on his 
own account. His ale did not, however, take 
in England. But somehow he managed to 
establish a connection with Russia, and the 
bulk of his annual output, amounting to some 
6,000 barrels, was exported to that country, 
until Emperor Alexander I., towards the 
close of his life, suddenly imposed a pro- 
hibitive duty and put an end to the trade. 
William's son, prompted by a director of the 
East Indian company, thereupon sought a 
field for ale in India, and during the reign 
of King George IV. the Indian trade had 
grown large, though the ale was hardly 
known in England beyond the vicinity of 
Burton. 

In 1827 an India-bound ship was wrecked 
in the Irish Channel. There were 300 barrels 
of the ale on; board,: which went to the 
marine insurance company were sold 
by auction in Liverpool... The Liverpudlians 
tasted, liked the stuff, asked where it came 
from, and ordered more, the result being that 
during the following twelve months the firm 
doubled its business. .The great interna- 
tion exhibition in London in 1851 served. to 
make the beer known to the Londoners and

When in the country Lord Burton lives 
at Rangemore Hall, about three miles to the 
southwest of Burton, and when in town 
makes his home at Chesterfield House, ohe 
of the most palatial of London mansions, 
which was built by the fourth Earl of Ches- 
terfield, the author of the celebrated “ Let- 
ters’’ in 1747. The house is of red brick, 
with cut stone trimmings, and has a frontage 
of 160 feet, and in front there is a spacious 
courtyard, separated from the outer world 
by a twelve-foot wall. One of the features 
of this superb and historic mansion is the 
famous staircase, which is composed of ex- 
quisite white marble, each step being cut 
out of an entire block and measuring twenty 
feet in width. Lord Burton has placed 
Chesterfield House at the disposal! of the 
King for his royal guests at the coronation. 

I may add that Lord Burton has preserved 
with pious care, in its original style, the 
historical library where the Chesterfieldian 
‘* Letters’ were written; also that the cler- 
gZyman at Rangemore, who preached in the 
village church before the King 6n the Sun- 
day that he spent with Lord Burton, some- 
what oddly chose as his text ‘‘ God give thee 
of the dew of heaven,” which would have 
been more appropriate, it is true, had Lord 
Burton been a distiller of spirits instead of 
a brewer of beer. 


King Edward is not fjnancially interested 
in any breweries or distilleries, neither are 
any members of the royal family in England, 
But the reigning house of Bavaria derives a 
large portion of its wealth from its excellent: 
beer, which it not only brews on an immense 
scale, but even dispenses retail at Munich. 
The King of Wurtemburg is also a brewer on 
a large Scale, and for the last 200 years the 
rulers of Wurtemburg have owned the two 
leading hotels of Stuttgart. 

King Oscar of Sweden is another sover- 
eign who derives a big proportion of his pri- 
vate income from his breweries, and is not 
above personally pushing and recommend- 
ing his brew. This does not prevent s 
younger son, Prince Oscar, Count of Wis- 
borg, being President of the United Temper- 
ance Associations of Scandinavia.

Few Understand Lovemaking. 

The plan of the College of Courtship is 
based on Professor Brooks’ belief that the 
average young man does not know how to 
make love to the average young woman and 
that the young woman of today doesmot un- 
derstand the art of being loved by the mod- 
ern young man. In his opinion the manifes- 
tation of love, of tenderness, and of devo- 
tion are matters which can be taught to 
those whose bashfulness or lack of initia- 
tive prevents them from seeking their affin- 
ity in love. Spontaneity is all very well for 
those who have it, says Professor Brooks, 
but for those who are without this accom- 
plishment a course of scientific lovemaking 
is the best substitute. 

The chief object of the faculty of the Col- 
lege of—Courtship will be to reduce love- 
making to an exact science. The matter has 
been so carefully studied by the skilled 
psychologists attached to the college that 
they are now able to predicate, with mathe- 
matical exactness, just what a girl will do 
under certain circumstances and what reply 
she will make to the preliminary advances 
of a student of the opposite sex who follows 
the prescribed course in his lovemaking.

The faculty particularly wishes to rid the 
public mind of certain set notions concern- 
ing girls and their ways which they believe 
to be erroneous. For instance, they wish 
the students, early in their freshman year, 
to abandon the idea that the average girl 
doesn’t know her own mind for two minutes 
together. Professor Brooks says that as a 
result of only two months’ instruction at the 


how 


College of Courtship he is now able to ex- 
hibit several girl students who can maintain 
a decision for thirty minutes without wink- 
ing or draw’ «fresh breath. He hopes to 
be able to inc.. use this period of endurance 
to an hour, later on. ‘Professor Brooks is 
equally proud of another student of the same 
sex, who, when asked her age, will tell it 
correctly, instead of saying: ‘‘ How old do 
you think I am?’’ These two instances, he 
says, afford valuable evidence of the work 
that can be accomplished by scientific in- 
struction in the preliminaries of lovemaking. 
It is an axiom of this college that many 
young men are deterred from attempting to 
make love to young women because they do 
not know what answers they will receive. 
For this reason the faculty is bending every 
effort to the task of producing a class of 
young women which can always be counted 
upon to make given replies to set questions. 


Lectures Upon Language. 

The work of developing this ability in 
both sexes is begun early in the freshman 
year, when lectures upon “ Language ”’ are 
delivered. The text book upon this subject 
was specially prepared for the classes by 
Professor Addieit, author of that weil known 
monograph entitled ‘‘ Studies in the Molar 
Dentition of Ducks.”’ The object of the work 


is to provide a series of carefully planned. 


conversations, so that students, while recit- 
ing their lessons in pairs, will be enabled to 
make love to one another in the proper, 
scientific, and collegiate way. Under the 
caption of “ How to Make Love to a Red- 
Headed Girl,’ for instance, the following 
improving dialogue is given: 

He—How beautiful your hair looks with 
the sun upon it. It reminds me of spun

(Note to student—If her eyes are blue, 
omit preceding -sentence and use follow- 
ing:) 

He (continuing)—And now that you have 
lowered your eyes I see that your hair is 
just the same color as your eyelashes and 
eyebrows. Do you know that it is rare— 
end pretty—to see people whose hair, 
eyes, eyebrows, and lashes are all of the 
same color? 

(Note studemt—If her eyelashes and 
eyebrows are red you are up againstit. Get 
another girl.)

Miod- 
ern science demands better things in love, 
says Professor Brooks, and it will be the 
object of the institution to develop in its 
pupils the highest grade of art in love mak- 


Use of the Hug Tester. 


As far as possible the students will be ex- 
ercised without apparatus, but members of 
the faculty have devised several testing ma- 
chines of such undoubted value that they will 
be used in the curriculum. One of the best 
of these, devised by Professor Stringer, is 
known as the “‘ hug tester.”’ It consists ofa 
dressmaker’s dummy, to the top of which is 
affixed a dial resembling that used on a 
weighing machine. By an ingenious arrange- 
ment of springs attached to the waist of the 
figure the exact value of a hug in pounds 
avoirdupois can be estimated toa nicety. By 
its use Professor Stringer hopes to develop 
to the proper extent the arms of those young 
men whose hugs have hitherto lacked 


gtrength, while at the same time tthe ma- 


chine will enable him to keep a watch upon 
those muscular persons who are unaware, 
perhaps, of the energy they are employing. 
These will be warned of their excess and will 
be shown the proper amount of pressure to 
exert. They will then be exercised upon the 
machine until they are perfect in the art. 
Professor Stringer mentions the sad case of 
a young man—not a student of the college— 
who, upon being accepted by the young 
woman to whom he was paying attentions, 
cracked three of her ribs in his misguided 
efforts to be affectionate. Professor Stringer 
says the incident affected him so much that 
he at once set about the invention of a ma- 
chine which should obviate such accidents 
in the future. 


Would Prevent Unhappy Marriages. 


Professor Brooks says that the result of 
his observations shows that there are 30,00@- 
000 married people in the United States. The 
majority of these, says the founder of the 
College of Courtship, are unhappy; they 
are enduring the life rather than enjoying it. 
This, he believes, is a condition which could 
be entirely prevented if the 80,000,000 had 
been graduated from his institution. 

The College of Courtship at Atwood, Tenn., 
is now-open for the reception of students, 
either for the regular or post-graduate 
course. The latter, necessarily, is for mar- 
ried people. It is designed to show quarrel- 
some couples the errors of their ways by 
causing them to take a special course of tn- 
struction in good temper. Professor Brooks 
says he expects there will bea great demand 
for the graduates of his college. Several 
echolarships will be granted to deserving 
young people who do not yet know how to 
make love.

The 
uth of this statement Mr. Schneider has 
oved by means of his new artistic experi- 
The “ tools employed’ for tke pro- 
pection of the really beautiful portraits and 
pictures turned out under his clever han- 
dling are nothing more nor less than the 
common colored crayons to which so many 
artistic crimes have long been traced and 
credited. With these crayons—the colored 
crayons used in the public schools from the 
kindergarten grades upward—he has made 
excellent pictures. 
Paul Helleu, the Parisian artist, last year 
attempted an artistic experiment of the same 
order. But the portraits which he produced, 
and one or two of which are now at the 
Roullier galleries, are not so good, in many 
ways as those of the Chicago artist. More 
of dash, attractiveness, and charm do the 
Schneider drawings possess. There is an 
elusive quality about the latter that renders 


nine portraits are conspicuous for this rea- 

son. As anything like poor or careless draw- 
ing ig mercilessly displayed by the simplici- 
ty of the crayon medium, these portraits 
and figures constitute a genuine artistic 
triumph from several points of view. 


Only One Competitor. 


The extreme delicacy of the drawings, the 
fact that never before have pictures of this 
kind been exhibited in America, with the 
concomitant fact that only one other per- 
son in the world is even attempting to make 
them, gives added interest to these novel por- 
traits. For the same reason they must al- 
ways remain rare and costly. Then, too, the 
characteristic qualities of ‘the medium ren- 
der the work difficult to preserve successful- 

ly. Because of all these conditions the new 
“crayon portraits’’ are attracting wide- 
spread attention in the East as well as in 
Chicago, and artistic amateurs, to say noth- 
ing of industrious seekers after good and 
novel effects and mediums, are likely to man- 
ifest unusual and growing interest in colored 
crayons and coarse-textured drawing paper 
for some time. 

The portraits, while quite as attractive as 
any of the subjects chosen, are by no means 
alone in this collection.

HAT man’s occupation has 
much to do with his span of life 
is the-conclusion reached after 
long study by Dr.J. T. Arlidge, 
the famous British specialist. 
The pampered rich, who have 

f little or nothing to engage 

their time, are the shortest 

lived of all classes, he says. ‘The farmer 
lives the longest. — 
The [ritish ‘specialist does not deal in 
theories. except as they apply to conditions 
that are supported by figures. He has spent 
years in collecting mortality statistics, and 
does not believe his facts are subject to dis- 
pute. When he theorizes it is to arrive ata 
conclusion why the unemployed rich are 
short of life and the hard-worked farmer 
continues on with his drudgery to a ripe old 
age. 
The indolent rich, reasons Dr. Arlidge, 
really worry their life away. The hardest 

work of all is to do nothing, for it entails a 
constant round of that nerve-racking labor, 
“ killing time.’’ Soon the man of means who 
has nothing to do will exhaust all the amuse- 
ments that cast a light into the lives of other 

men, and then comes a time when the world 
has nothing to offer. What wonder, then, 
reasons Dr. Arlidge, that the life that has 
been useless and: is weary of itself goes out 
of its own accord? 


Gilded Youths Die Young. 

All the rich are not classed with those 
who head the Englishman’s mortality list. 
The philanthropists find many things to 
brighten their lives. Life is worth the living 
because they have a purpose. The rich trav- 
eler, too, finds plenty of diversion. But 
the gilded youth, he who is a spendthrift 
with life’s joys, soon finds he has only his 
money to distinguish himself from the most 
miserable of beings. Fast living has left 
its blight and the life that has been wasted 
goes out before its time. 

In striking contrast comes the farmer who 


toils from sun till sun and whose pleasures 


are all of the homelier sort. The farmer’s 
body may grow tired, but eight hours of 
sleep will repair the damage of the day. 
Work in the open field, where the air is 
pure and nature is at her best, equips the 
tiller of the soil with an appetite which 
knows no pampered tastes. The farmer 
eats heartily of wholesome food His di- 
gestive apparatus extracts the best that is 
in the food and makes red blood. The ex-. 


_ercise of his daily routine stimulates the 


well-fed body and there is little dissipa- 
tion to tear down the perfect human system 
that unperverted conditions have built. The 
farmer has his joys—the evening with the 
wife and children, the country dance, the 
the occasional trip to town 
to see the circus, a good book or his weekly 
paper—and all of these help to brighten a 
life that might seem dreary. But, above 


all, the farmer is a man with a purpose. 


He has something to live for, an@ while 


@triving he violates few of nature’srules. 


Next in longevity and ratio of health come 


the clerical, legal, and medical professions. 


HIMSELF TO ALL KINDS 
OCF DISEASES: 


‘That the brain is capable of a great amount 


of healthful labor is emphasized by Dr. 
Arlidge, who recites as examples the ac- 
complishments of Gladstone, Bismarck, and 
Victor Hugo. In spite of his multitudious 
cares, responsibilities, and worries, Glad- 
stone found time to master Greek after he 
was 60 years old—a period in life when most 
men consider that their days of study and 
research are done. 


Clergymen Live Long. 


Among the professions clergymen have the 
longest span of life. By the nature of their 
calling they must abstain from dissipation 
of the worldy sort, and their hours need not 
be otherwise than regular except in rare 
occasions. Like the farmer, the clergyman 
leads a typical home life and follows nature's 
dictates. . 


Lawyers are not sosturdyalot. Incessant 
mental activity, with victories to enthuse 
and defeats to depress, helps to impair the 
vitality of the man. A lawyer’s life abounds 
in excitement, and has little of the peaceful 
quiet that adds to man’s days on earth. 


Physicians’ Many Dangers. 

The physician is not so rugged a creature 
as the lawyer. While devoting his life to 
the care of others he is apt to forget himself, 
and the responsibilities connected with each 
doctor’s practice are more than one man 
should bear. The doctor, too, is exposed 
to all the diseases that menace his patients, 
and most of his waking time is spent in the 
sickroom, where the air and temperature 
are not regulated to nourish the healthy 
man. Among the doctors is chronicled the 
largest number of suicides except among the 
artists. Insanity, too, has been a factor in 


depriving the medical profession of some 
of its greatest minds. 

Man thrives on politics, according to Dr. 
Arlidge’s figures. Plenty of variety, with 
intervals of rest and travel, serve to Keep, 
the politician from wearing himself away. 

Among literary men, scientists, profes- 
gors, and teachers the mortality is not high 
in comparison with the industrial classes. 
Thus, reasons the British student, activity 
of the mind, if bent in the right direction, 
has more to do with the health of the body 
than the activity that builds up the muscles. 
A judicious combination of both forms of 
exercise brings about the ideal condition, 
says Dr. Arlidge. 

In the factories the ratio of mortality 


is exceedingly high. The humdrum work) standing or stooping reduce the lung ca- 


is blamed for this. Like the rich man who 
does nothing, the toiler in the factory finds 
his life sapped away by a monotony that is 


‘killing. It is the same thing day in and 
day out,fand soon existence loses its charm 
and the man becomes a machine which falls 


to pieces of its own weight when its parts 
become worn from constant work and a 
dearth of lubrication. The factories are 
ventilated poorly and this tends to weaken 
the human machine, 


Nervous Worries of Clerks. 
Among clerks of every description in the 
large cities the ratio of health is low and 
mortality great. Long hours and constant 


pacity, and breathing the indoor atmosphere 
fails to inject the vigur that the system 
demands. Nervous troubles occupy the first 
place among the disorders of clerks. Con- 
sumption is second and’ apoplexy is third. 
The continuous strain of being courteous 
at all times, often to unreasonable and. ex- 
acting persons, is said by Dr. Arlidge to be 
the reason why the clerks are nervous 
wrecks before their time. 

As in contrast with the clerks, who are 
forced to be polite under the most trying 
circumstances, their employers are not sub- 
ject ta nervous troubles to so great] an ex- 
tent. Heart disease heads thelist df disor- 
ders which attack the men who hire the 
clerks, nervous troubles are second, apo- 
plexy third, and consumption fourth. 


“The commercial traveler who learns the 
art of being a “* good fellow” asa part of his 
trade is another man who does not live oy 
his days. A drink here, a drink thetfe, Hers 
a cigar, and somewhere else a poorly cooked 
meal are factors in the drummer’s speedy 
going. Irregular hours also have to gg 
with the ‘‘ good fellow’s”’ insecure grip on 
the life that he seems to enjoy so well. 
Police Reach Old Age, 

Policemen, due to their outdoor life ang 
the fact that they must be sound when they 
enter the service, are a healthy lot and liye’ 
to an advanced age. Rheumatism is the bang 
of the policeman’s existence, but ie of 
this he has few of the disorders that affiiet 
mankind. The mail carrier is healthy for 
reason of his work in the open air, but, like 
the policeman, he is the prey of rheuma- 
tism. 

The miner, even though his work is un- 
dergrdund and far away from the sun that 
warms the lives of other men, lives toa 
good old age unless he be the victim of some 
accident, Even the miners who work in the 
coal shafts, where the dust is almost sfifting 
and who lie for hours in cramped positions 
do not die so young as the clerk whose haré- 
est physical effort is the lifting of a bolt of 
cloth, 

Working in copper, lead, or zinc, after the 
metals have gone through the refining pre 
ess, is destructive to health, and mater 
making is one of the most dangerous of oe 
cupations, due to the fumes of sulphur whid 
penetrate the lungs. This work is carried on 
mostly by women and children, and the mor- 
tality, according to the statement of the 
British expert, is appalling. 
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TE is not going out of fashion 
iti Chicago, if the statistics of 
pie bakers prove anything. 
There is oie factory here that 
tiitns out 26,000 
Pies in a single day. 

Aid there is no reason why 
pls should be tabooed, accotd- 
ing to these same pie ers. “A pie is 
good food if properly made, but a poor food 

if poorly madeé,”’ said E. J. Case, who is a 

member of a firm which charges more for its 

pies than almost any bakety in the country

merous, too. Most of them are barefooted, and they 
trudge along with their shoes thrown across their 
shoulders. 

Outside the village they usually sit down and put on 
their shoes and stockings, for they insist, at least on 
bargaining day, upon adhering to fashion. Most of 
them, however, ride in carts drawn by uncomplaining 
donkeys. Sometimes there are half a dozen-in‘a‘sin- 
gie cart, with the addition perhaps of ai young pig‘or 
calf. The women, for the most part, are discreetly 
- géparated from the men, and, arriving,at the town, 
they unyoke on the green, stable their horses, set the 
carts a-tilt, with the shafts pointing heavenward, and 
.. then seek their morning dram. 
This is when the business of the day begins, and 
the bulk of the bargaining is among the country folk 

themselves. A great many of them want nothing defi- 
nite; they rely on the chance Of a bargain, with the 
certainty of an agreeable day. 
ing ye are the day, John?” “Och! I just brought the 
colt I had out of the old mare.” “ Ye'll be looking for 
_@ good price, I'm thinking.” ‘“Troth, ay. Was there 
any pricé for 3-year-olds in Strabane last fair day?’ 
“ Bad enough.” And so they plunge into qiates of the 
market until some one proposes to go and take a look 


Out in the fair green there is a dense mob of people; 
all around the edge of it booths with peddlers’ wares, 
crockery, tih pots, and the like; the inevitable sweeties, 
apples, and oranges and, what is not less inevitable in 
Ulster, a‘ quantity of ‘“dulse” (or “ dilsk a sweet- 
tasting Seawéed, Which ts in'request when dried; there 
fs a deal of eating in a ha’porth of it. Horses are. 
hardly to be seen for the crowd; but suddenly the mob 
surges apart, and you see a lad leading, or rather 
dragged along by, a solid-looking carriage hack at a 
fast trot through’ the thickest of the. people, who ge 
out of the way heaven knows how. As you walk roun 
you begin to See a number of animals, rough enough 
looking most of them, with long coats and big barrels, 
for they are straight off the grass on some mountain 


pasture. But some of them are a deal better than. 


they look. Watch that handsome man of 45, with the 
tanned complexion and straw-colored mustache, ,who 
.is looking at a little dun horse, somewhere about fif- 
teen hands. He is the local doctor, and he adds a good 
bit to his income by buying and selling horses. He is 
buying that raw brute for something between £10 and 
£15; in a month or so he and his wizened-looking little 
groom will have worked a transformation. The dun 
will be neatly clipped, with tail docked, mane hogged, 
and plenty of oats inside it. If it turns out to be able 
té jump it may ‘try its luck at next year’s Dublin 
horse show—not to take prizes in the jumping compe- 
tition, but to sell, for that is the biggest horse fair in 
the world now. But, in any case, it will be doing in 
the meantime a lot of useful work in single and double 
twice the money. that was given'for it, and be cheap 
at that: These duns are a sort of specialty in Ulster, 


“Ts it buying or sell- - 


The doctor is a rapid bargainer and completes the _ 
deal'in half an hour, including the final dispute over — 
the “‘ luck-penny,”’ for every horse is bought with that 
addition—about a shilling in the pound. 

All the devices that can: smooth the way to a com- 
promise are necessary among these country folk bar- 
gainers. They begin by asking prices that are abso- 
lutely irreconcilable. It itis one of the conventions. 
No self-respecting man, who wanted £15 for his beast, 
and would perhaps take £13, thinks of asking under 
£20; and nobody will offer him more than £10. But a 
long way has to be traveled before they get the 
length of naming any figure. The seller begins by a 
panegyric of the beast, mentioning severally all his 
physical and moral characteristics; the buyer hints 
darkly at every evil that horseflesh is heir to. Any 
one of these insinuations is resented as a personal 
affront. The seller gets louder. ‘‘ There, now, I’m not 
afeared; run your hand over his knees the way that 
boy’s doing now. You may feel his hocks for your- 
self; there’s not a sounder horse in the fair this day!” 
The buyer points out contemptuously that he has been. 
fired, “Sure, what harm does that do him? It was 
just.a touch of a strain in the hock. I’m not asking 
you to be buying; but what call have ye to be speak- 
ing that way?’ Voices get a bit louder, the crowd 


which surrounds every pair of bargainers closes in, 


and the buyer says: “I'll give you £10 for him.”’ 
“Ten pound, is it? Twenty’s the lowest penny I'll 
take.”” The buyer then, as ‘a rule, turns to go, but the 
byStanders stop him. “It’s a nate baste. Sure, Mr. 
McGurty would take off all he could to oblige you, 
Pat.”" “That's the truth,” says the dealer; there's 
not a man in the fair I'd do more for than Pat Mc- 
Kay.’ Pat offers then, perhaps, £11, and the scller 
comes down to, maybe, £18. The ring gets more and 
more excited, for it sees that the real fight is going 
to begin over the last £2 or so. People pass sugges- 
tions, according as the buyer or seller seems backward. 
“ Sure, it’s a fair offer he’s makin’ you, Pat.” ‘“ Ye 
can have Mr. Daly's guarantee with him,” says the 
dealer. ‘‘I'd never sell a horse without it.” Finally 


the prices come a little nearer; then the dealer breaks 


through t..e ring, seizes Pat by the arm, and drags 
him away into the thickest of the crowd, as if it were 
a retreat of the deepest privacy. Perhaps Pat yields, 
but oftener than not he goes away, to return after 
an hour or so, and the fight reopens. 

More persuasive methods are practiced upon reluc- 
tant sellers. You will see a man count down the sov- 
ereigns with great deliberation into the palm of his 
left hand, flattening Gown each one with the right 
hand, all the time watching the effect of every added 
coin on the seller, while the shrewd Irish eyebrow 
cocks itself in inquiry. Sometimes when the excite- 
ment is at its height the buyer catches the seller's 
hands, opens the fingers as you would a child’s, presses 
the coin in, and smacks his own palm down on it. 
‘Then you will see his antagonist open his fist, look at 
the coins, and perhaps hand them back; perhaps, if. 
he is really vanquished (for this is often the crowning 
stage) he brings his palm down in turn with all his 
force into the buyer’s and the bargain is concluded. 
Earnest money is given and taken, and the group > 
breaks up into a circle of discussion. But as a general- 
rule a third person is necessary to conclude ‘the deal. 
He is perfectly impartial, a mere lover of the game; 
and he labors to bring the two to a conclusion as if 
he were a highly paid advocate. If he knows his work 
he only interferes at the psychological moment, after 
much debate between the principals. “Come, now, 
boys; split the differ.” Or else he comes in with the 
air of asking a personal favor: “‘ Now, Mr. Burke, 
you'll give it him for fifteen pound ten.” Then, with 
an appealing air, “You won't break my word?”

Ta be a writer of sWashbuckling ro- 
mances no previous training or education is 
necessary. Candidates, however, should be 
in sound health. It is not necessary to know how to read and 
write. It is true that many @ the most successful writers of 
swashbuckling romances’ have been able to read; yet it is need- 


| less to declare that none have of them have been able to write. 


It is a great error to Suppose that the writers of romances in 
which a than is killed on every other line, while a groom is kicked 
in the moat at the bottom of every page, are all pugilists or per- 
sons of a sanguinary temperament. Writers of swashbuckling 
romances would be taken with convulsions if they had to go 
through the Stock-Yards, and even the sight of red paint makes 
them weak and giddy. 

To write swashbuckling romances, provide yourself with a list 
of court officials and lackeys. Also a list. of ladies of high degree. 
Then get a pair of dice and shake to see who the here kills first. 
If you shake aces, kill off a General: sixes, a couple of Captains; 
while anything below five calls for the wholesale Slaughter of 
grooms, lackeys, and miscellaneous varlets. At the end of the 
book throw dice to sce whether the hero marries the Princess, her 
cousin, the first lady, in waiting, or the beautiful American 
heiress. 

Make a collection of 500 phrases such as “‘ Zounds,” “ ‘ Have 
at you,’ I cried lightly,” “With one sweep I cleft him in twain,” 
and “‘ He staggered for a moment and then fell heavily,’’ etc. Put 
your hand in and draw out half a dozen of these for each page. 

To write magazine poetry no instruction can be given. Just 
write down words in what you imagine to be poetical form. Send 
it to a magazine, and when it comes back send it to another, ‘and 
keep this up until some publication accepts the poem and prints it 

Historical romances are pleasant writing. Use an old atlas 
and four almanacs out of which you get your historical facts. 

Love stories are the best for a young author to attempt. Get 
somebody -to fall in love with you and have an amanuensis 
stand behind the curtain and take down the dialogue. Fill in the 
gaps in the story with soliloquies about love and a general de- 
scription of the heroine, the hero, and the stern parent. 

To be really literary grow long hair and cultivate a cynical 
look like the advertisements in the patent medicine books of indi- 
viduals afflicted with torpid livers. Commence your work by 
writing a 30,000 word fiction. Don’t be discouraged when the 
publisher refuses the boek. You know how Kipling and all the 
great authors were turned down time after time. It would be 
intensely disagreeable to you in after years if your biographer 
were forced to relate that your first novel was immediately ac- 
cepted by the publisher and that you trod the primrose path of 
dalliance into your great career. 

If the publisher shows signs of accepting your first book seize 
the manuscript from him and, hurling him to the floor, rush 
madly down the hall, shrieking: ‘‘ Refused, refused, but I shall 
conquer yet.”" This will make most interesting reading, indeed, 
for struggling young litterateurs who will strive to emulate the 
heroic struggle which you made for recognition. 


However, 1 do not believe that it will be necessary for you to 
resort to such heroic measures. Your book will probably be 
refused, just as Kipling’s was. So af the outset you will be glad- 
dened by the fact that you and Kipling are much alike.
